However, all of these staff 
positions have one thing in common with 
command; a requirement that the offi- 
cer have a thorough knowledge of trans- 
portation operations and practices 
learned from operating experience, and 
not simply from the book. This is im- 
portant because military transportation 
is a business so very closely keyed to 
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primarily staff | 





the operating details and commercial | 


practices of the different transportation | 


trades and industries and so very costly 
in many of its unit figures, that theoreti- 
cat knowledge, unsupported by practical 
operational experience, can be extsaordi- 


narily expensive not only to the customer | 


-in this case the Arms and Services— 
but also to the taxpayer who ultimately 
pays the bill. 

Accordingly, the education of a Trans- 
portation Corps officer must follow a pat- 
tern of carefully interlaced theoretical 
instruction and on-the-job experience. A 
Regular officer of the Corps is required 
early in his career to complete both the 
Company Officer Course and the Ad- 
vanced Course at the Transportation 
School. Similarly, a career non-Regular 
officer is required to complete the cor- 
responding resident Associate Courses. 
Between these courses will be non-

Old and New Defense Chiefs Confer 


There was what the Armed Forces call 
an overage of Service Secretaries at the 
Pentagon this week. 

On 23 Dec., the outgoing and incoming 
civilian leaders of the Department of De- 
fense conferred for the first time. 

Secretary of Defense-designate Charles 
E. Wilson, president of General Motors, 
was joined for the Pentagon briefings by 
the four men who will be his key civilian 
assistants. 

They are: 

Roger M. Kyes, 46, vice president of 
General Motors, general manager of the 
truck and coach division, who will be 
Deputy Secretary of Defense. 

Robert Ten Broeck Stevens, 53, a colo- 
nel in the Quartermaster Corps during 
World War II and a field artillery lieu- 
tenant in World War I, who will be Sec- 
retary of the Army. A noted textile manu- 
facturer, 
procurement during World War II. 

Robert Bernerd Anderson, 42, a Texas 
attorney and business manager, who will 
be Secretary of the Navy. 


he was in charge of textile 


Harold H. Talbott, 64, a major in the | 


Air Service during World War I and di- 
rector of aircraft production for the War 
Production Board during World War II, 
will be Secretary of the Air Force. He 


describes himself in “Who’s Who” as a 
capitalist. 

At the Pentagon sessions this week, the 
incoming Secretaries were briefed by the 
present incumbents and by other Penta- 
gon officials. 

Between now and 20 Jan., Mr. Wilson 
and his colleagues are expected to be 
briefed in greater detail concerning their 
new responsibilities. 

Mr. Wilson, of course, had the advan- 
tage of his trip to Korea with President- 
elect Dwight D, Eisenhower. General of 
the Army Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, accompanied 
the party. 

At the Pentagon, the incoming offi- 
cials met with their opposite numbers 
who will leave office on 20 January. 
They are Secretary of Defense Robert 
A. Lovett, Deputy Secretary of Defense 
William C. Foster, Secretary of the Army 
Frank Pace, jr., Secretary of the Navy 
Dan Kimball and Secretary of the Air 
Force Thomas K. Finletter. 

Not yet named by President-elect 
Dwight D. Eisenhower at the time of the 
Pentagon meeting this week were the 
three Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
and the Under Secretaries and Assistant 
Secretaries of the three Services. 
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Construction Costs 


Hit by House Group 


Sharp criticism of construction costs 
and procedures at Service posts and Sta- 
tions was expressed this week in a report 
issued by the Subcommittee on Govern- 
ment Operations of the House Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the Executive De- 
partments. Representative Porter Hardy, 
jr., (D-Va.) is chairman of the subcom- 
mittee. 

Fifteen posts were studied by the 
group: eight Air Force bases, Limestone, 
Me.; Lowry, Colo.; Hamilton, Calif.; Mc- 
Clellan, Calif.; Nellis, Nev.; Carswell, 
Tex.; Kelly, Tex.; and Patrick, Fla.; 
three Army, Ft Monmouth, N. J.; Ft. 
Knox, Ky.; and Ft. Worth QM Depot, 
Tex.; two Navy, Denver NAS, Colo.; and 
Miramar NAS, Calif.; and two Marine 
Corps, El Toro MCAS, Calif.; and Camp 
Pendleton, Calif. 

“The Subcommittee found,” the report 
stated, “that there is a wide variation 
even in comparable climates, in the unit 
costs which the Services are paying for 
buildings of similar functions: that over- 
rigid specifications may result in exces- 
sive expenditure or in buildings which 
are subject to early functional obsoles- 
cence; and that overelaborate features 
of construction have not been eliminated 
by the Services. It was also observed 
by the Subcommittee that in determining 
requirements for new buildings there is 
often a failure of officers within each of 
the Services to discriminate betwee 
that which may be desirable or necessar) 
at some future time and that which is 
essential here and now.” 

Among its conclusions the Subcommit- 
tee found: 

“The cost per man of building -bar- 
racks housing approximately 100 men is 
significantly higher than for the con- 
struction of larger barracks. It is grati- 
fying that the Services have recentl) 
adopted a policy of constructing a fewer 
number of separate barracks building 
with larger capacities. 

“The estimated unit costs for construct- 
ing BOQ’s at Miramar and El Toro and 
barracks at El Toro appear to be far 
out of line with costs at other installa- 
tions visited by the Subcommittee. 

“In some cases of barracks construc- 
tion the Air Force has sacrificed dura- 
bility for aesthetic considerations and 
convenience in order to stay within per- 
man cost limitations. Such a procedure 
seems to ignore austerity mandates and 
to be uneconomical from the standpoint 
of maintenance costs. 

“The Subcommittee observed many 
plush features of construction involving 
expensive materials and inefficient space 
utilization which are not compatible with 
the announced policy of austerity. 

“Economies inherent in utilizing stand- 
ard plans and designs are frequently 
nullified by failure to make appropriate 
adaptations to meet local conditions. For

Strike Red Supplies, Troops, and Rails 


As ground action on the Korean fronts 
was confined almost entirely to clashes 
of small units up to platoon size, both 
ground and carrier based aircraft made 
a number of strikes against Communist

supply areas, railroads, front line posi- | 


tions and vehicles. 

Saturday was the first day time in six 
days that UN planes failed to sight any 
MIG-15's, although it was announced 
that during the preceding week Sabre 
jets of the Fifth Air Forces had shot 
down six MIGs, probably destroyed an- 
other and damaged nine. In the same pe- 
riod the United Nations lost only two 
planes, a Thunderjet and a Marine Corps 
Corsair, to enemy ground fire—the lowest 
toll since September. 

Monday a number of light enemy 
probes and scattered patrol contacts de- 
veloped along the Eighth Army front. 
Three enemy probes were at “Rocky 
Point” and one northeast of the “Punch- 
bowl.” All were driven off by small arms, 
artillery and mortar fire. One enemy 
squad, supported by mortar fire, occupied 
an advanced position northwest of the 
“Punchbowl” for a brief period but were 
soon driven off. 

Earlier an enemy company attempting 
to penetrate between two advance posi- 
tions west of “Old Baldy” flanked to the 
east and drove our troops from an ad- 
vance position while defending troops to 
the westward also withdrew to the main 
base. However, both positions were re- 
occupied by Eighth Army troops after 
a short period. 

Sunday fighter-bombers of the Far 
East Air Forces attacked enemy supply 
areas, communication lines, troop and 
gun positions on the east coast and along 
the front. At night B-26 Intruders at- 
tacked vehicles and supply areas in the 
eastern section. Meanwhile, Japan-based 
B-29 Superforts hit west coast targets 
bombing two enemy troop and supply 
centers. 

West of Kowon, U. S. Air Force and 
Republic of Korea F-51 Mustangs cut 
enemy rail lines in ten places and dam- 
aged a tunnel, while south of Pyongyang 
F-80 Shooting Stars made seven addi- 
tional cuts and damaged two spans of a 
railroad bridge. 

The USS Essex and two sister ships 
pounded the enemy in the East of North 
Korea, although high seas later sus- 
pended such activities. Effective close 


support missions were flown into central 
Korea where 23 buildings were destroyed 
as well as 21 bunkers, 25 supply shelters, 
one gun, two revetments and 45 yards of

trench. Many other installations were 
badly damaged, 

The Battleship Missouri continued to 
bombard the east coast with 16-inch gun 
strikes on transportation facilities, cav- 
ing in a tunnel entrance at Yong-ri and 
blocking another at Konjapo. She was 
accompanied by the destroyer USS Harry 
E. Hubbard. 

The cruiser USS Toledo and destroyers 
USS Halsey, Lowell and Higbee gave fire 
support to troops on the eastern front 
damaging supply areas, buildings, shel- 
ters, and power. lines. The troop com- 
mander ashore sent a “well done” mes- 
sage to the commander of the Lowell. 

In the Yellow Sea, operations were 
hampered by heavy snow squalls, but the 
USS Hancock, HMS Constance, and HMS 
Opossum succeeded in minor harassing 
attacks along the coast.

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USMC Has Big Year Under Gen. Shepherd; 


New Change Planned for Headquarters 


With the new year, General Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, jr., will complete his first year 
as Commandant of the Marine Corps— 
a year which has been marked by change 
and progress for the Leathernecks. 


The many notable achievements re- 
corded during the period include the 
establishment of new economy measures 
designed to keep the Marines in fighting 
trim at minimum expense; a new em- 
phasis on the important role of the en- 
listed man; successful operation of the 
new organizational structure at Marine 
Headquarters; and, in General Shep- 
herd’s own words, the “highly satisfac- 
tory” manner in which the provisions of 
the new Marine Corps bill have been put 
into practice. All can be attributed in 
large part to the vision of the Twentieth 
Commandant and his energetic devotion 
to the Corps. 

In his initial press conference last 
January, General Shepherd outlined 
plans to improve the Corps’ economic 
position and eliminate waste wherever 
he found it. This plan he immediately 
carried into action. Commanding oflicers 
were directed to exercise “strict super- 
vision” over procurement, cutting back 
wherever necessary. The Commandant 
asked for “stern measures” to prevent 
waste of supplies, materials and utilities. 

Similar rules were made applicable for 
the operation of HQMC. A new rating 
was added to fitness report forms for 
Marine officers to provide a check on 
their “effective utilization of men, money 
and materials.” 

Numerous savings resulted from the 
economy policies. More than $87,000 was 
cut from operating costs at the Depot 
of Supplies in Philadelphia; procurement 
costs of the cold weather boot and the 
new armored vest were also lowered con- 
siderably. The Depot of Supplies at San 
Francisco only recently completed the 
first of a series of surveys to eliminate 
duplication of effort there and at the 
Barstow Annex. Initial results will elimi- 
nate approximately forty military and 
civilian billets. 

These are examples of some of the 
more important savings which have been 
made as a result of General Shepherd's 
economy drive. The policies which he 
instituted have resulted in numerous 
other savings throughout the Corps if 
only by virtue of strict adherence to the 
“make-do” concept which has been in- 
stilled in all ranks. 

NCO Role 

Another big change which has taken 
place under General Shepherd's leader- 
ship is a resurgence of the important 
role of the Marine non-commissioned offi- 
cer. The Commandant’s respect for 
senior enlisted men was demonstrated at 
one of his meetings with the press. 
Noticing there were not enough seats 
to go around, he invited the visiting 
senior NCO military reporters to take 
chairs, leaving some of his top advisers 
standing. 

This attitude toward the enlisted lead- 
ers has permeated all echelons of the 
Corps since General Shepherd took office. 
Not content with the pace of the meta- 
morphosis, however, the Commandant 
issued an edict to all commanders direct- 
ing them to work toward speedier re- 
establishment of “the authority, dignity 
and importance of the Marine non- 
commissioned officer.” 

Other moves designed to benefit Ma- 
rine enlisted men included two stepped- 
up commissioning programs which gave 
hundreds of men a chance at officer rank. 
To bring some otherwise qualified men 
within the scope of the program edu- 
cational requirements were temporarily 
eased, thus creating among the men an 
added incentive to demonstrate their 
leadership potential. 

Orders also went out to field com- 
manders to improve the standards of 
marksmanship in small arms firing, and 
to stress improved appearance and mili- 
tary bearing of all men. Greater em- 
phasis was placed on close order drill 
and inspection as a means of achieving 
such results. 

Close Touch With Field 


Many ot General Shepherd’s new poli- 
cies have been instituted as the result 
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of visits which he or his staff have made 
to units in the field. He constantly 
reiterates the value of such personal con- 
tacts and urges his senior staff officers 
to keep in close touch with the field com- 
mands and their problems. Members of 
the General Staff and heads of sections 
and departments at HQMC have visited 
all major field commands at least once 
during the past year. 

General Shepherd has made nine such 
visits himself. In addition, he made one 
extended trip to Korea and the Far East 
during the year, stopping off to inspect 
Marines in Japan, Formosa, the Philip- 
pines, Guam, Hawaii and Alaska. Earlier 
he flew to Europe to attend a high-level 
NATO conference and, while there, 
visited and inspected units of the Royal 
Marines in England. 

At the Marine bases the Commandant 
takes a close look at as many activities 
as his limited time permits. One Marin 
general officer has said, “he pokes into 
everything; he has an innate curiosity 
about every phase of Marine training.” 
This is reflected by the fact that he 
invariably spends much time talking with 
junior officers and enlisted men as well 
as with the commanding general and his 
staff. 

The General Staff 

Another way in which the Comman- 
dant keeps informed about even the most 
minor aspects of Marine training is 
through weekly briefings by his General 
Staff. 

Only a few days after taking over as 
head of the Marine Corps, General Shep- 
herd instituted a complete reorganization 
of the Headquarters structure, installing, 
for the first time in Marine history, 4 
General Staff headed by five general ofli- 
cers and one senior colonel. The new 
organization has proved as effective in 
operation as it was simple in concept. 

High-ranking Marine officers agree 
that the General Staff has made for 
more rapid, effective action at the top 
of the command chain. “Business flows 


much faster at Headquarters than it 
used to,” according to one, “and there 
is significantly less red tape.” The new 


structure has provided Headquarters 
with the ability to accomplish the samé¢ 
amount of work faster, using fewe! 
papers to do it. One other immediat: 
benefit of the plan was a reduction ol 
seven per cent in assigned Headquarters 
personnel. 

The General Staff members and the 
heads of other offices at HQMC bring to 
the Commandant’s attention all matters 
which require his action, or about which 
he should be informed. They know that 
he feels no matter is too small for his 
personal attention. This is especially true 
of personnel policies.

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Manpower Member Quits 


Brig. Gen. Robert W. Johnson, USAR,

Accompanying this 
letter, said General Johnson, were 
some confidential observations concern- 
ing manpower utilization in the Armed 
Services. 

Long active in Army reserve affairs, 
General Johnson was chief of the im- 
portant New York Ordnance District 
early in World War II, serving later as 
vice chairman of the War Production 
Board and chairman of the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, 

His appointment to membership on the 
Manpower Commission was announced 
last month by Secretary of Defense 
Robert A. Lovett. 





Women In Service 


Women serving in the Armed Forces 
of the United States total more than 
48,000 in nine components of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Air Force. 

A recent tabulation of the active duty 
strength of Regular and Reserve officers 
and enlisted servicewomen shows 16,800 
in the Army, 12,414 in the Navy, 2,559 in 
the Marines and 16,584 in the Air Force. 

Recruiting figures for the period of 1 
Jan. through 15 Nov. 1952, indicate 15,- 
906 women have volunteered in the nine 
components of the Armed Forces. Of 
these, 2,526 have entered the WAC, 6,288 
have joined the WAF, 4,152 the WAVES, 
1,105 the Marines, and the remainder 
have entered the various nurse and 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps.

Army Releases Regulations Governing Promotions 
In National Guard and Reserve Under New Legislation 


The Department of the Army this week 
released the texts of Reserve Promotion 
Regulations which will go into effect on 


1 Jan. This is the date on which the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act becomes effec- 
tive. 

The regulations, which will affect 


scores of thousands of officers, are pub- 
lished herewith in full text. 

A summary of AR 135-155, 17 Dec., the 
regulation which concerns promotion of 
commissioned officers other than general 
officers, not on active duty, was reported 
in the 13 Dec. issue of THE JOURNAL fol- 
lowing its approval by the Section Five 
Committee. The text of this regulation is 
published herewith. 

Also released was AR 135-156, 17 Dec., 
which concerns promotion of general 
officers in the Reserve Components. 

RESERVE COMPONENTS 
Promotion of Commissioned Officers, Other 


Than General Officers, Not On Active Duty 
Effective 1 January 1953 
SECTION I 
GENERAL 
1. Purpose and scope.—These regulations 
provide for the permanent promotion of Re- 
serve commissioned officers and vitalization 
of the reserve components of the Army. The 
permanent promotion of Reserve officers to 
and within general officer grades is governed 
by AR 135-156. The permanent promotion of 
Reserve officers who are serving on active 
duty will be governed by separate regula- 
tions to be published. In time of war or na- 
tional emergency, the Secretary of the Army 
may suspend any or all parts of these regu- 

lations. 

2. Definitions.—a. ‘‘Promotion’’ and ‘‘Pro- 
moted to’’ mean permanent appointment of 
an officer in the next higher grade as a Re- 
serve officer of the Army. 

b. ‘‘Active duty’’ means full-time duty in 
the active military service of the United 
States, other than active duty for training. 

ec. ‘‘Active status’’ means the status of a 
Reserve officer who is not on the Inactive 
Status List of the Standby Reserve, a mem- 
ber in the Retired Reserve, or assigned to 
the Inactive National Guard of the United 
States. See SR 140-160-1. 

d. “Service for promotion 
means— 

(1) Periods during which an officer has 
served in grade in an active status in any 
component of the Army; 

(2) Service credited under paragraph 4c; 
and 

(3) For an officer who has not been pro- 
moted in permanent grade since 2 Septem- 
ber 1945, periods served on active duty in 
grade prior to his first promotion under 
these regulations. No period of time may be 
counted more than once for this purpose. 

e. ‘Total years of commissioned service” 
means the sum of all periods of time that a 
Reserve officer has— 

(1) Held an appointment as a commis- 
sioned officer in any of the Armed Forces 
of the United States, without component or 
in any component thereof; or 

(2) Held an appointment as a commis- 
sioned officer in the federally recognized Na- 
tional Guard subsequent to 2 June 1916 and 
prior to 1933, or held a federally recognized 
commissioned status therein; or 

(3) Been credited with under paragraph 
4. No period of time may be credited more 
than once in the computation of the total 
years of commissioned service. 

f. ‘‘Federal recognition examining board’’ 
means a board of officers convened under 
section 75, National Defense Act, 3 June 
1916 (39 Stat. 202: 32 U. S. C. 113: M. L

1949, sec. 1266c), as amended by section 12, 
act 15 June 1933 (48 Stat. 158). 

g. ‘“‘Grade structure vacancy’’ means a 
vacancy within the total number of officers 
authorized by the Department of the Army 
for a particular grade. 

h, ‘‘Recommended list’’ means a list of 
officers of the Army Reserve who have been 
recommended for promotion by a selection 
board. 

i. ‘‘Nonunit officer’’ means an officer of the 
Army Reserve who is in an active status but 
does not hold assignment to a T/O&E or 
T/D unit listed in the Approved Army Re 
serve Troop Program. Mobilization desig- 
nees are considered nonunit officers for the 
purpose of these regulations. 

3. Grade structure.—The number of Re 
serve officers authorized in the various 
grades will be the number determined by the 
Department of the Army to be necessary to 
provide for planned mobilization require- 
ments. The authorized numbers in each 
grade will be announced annually by the 
Department of the Army. 

4. Constructive credit upon original ap- 
pointment.—a. Upon original appointment 
as a Reserve officer, a person who holds no 
appointment as a commissioned officer of 
the Army may for the purpose of these reg- 
ulations be credited with an amount of serv- 
ice for promotion purposes to reflect the 
years, experience, education, and such other 
qualifications as may be prescribed in AR 
140-105 and the SR 140-105 series. Any such 


person who is originally appointed under 
the appointment regulations of AR 140-105 


and the SR 140-105-series for the purpose of 


assignment in the Medical Corps, Dental 
Corps, Veterinary Corps, Judge Advocate 
General’s Corps, or Chaplains will, for the 


purpose of these regulations only, be credited 
with a minimum amount of service for pro- 
motion purposes of 4 years, 3 years, 2 years, 
3 years, or 3 years, respectively, or a per- 
son holding a degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
or comparable degree in a science allied to 
medicine as indicated in SR 140-105-6 may 
be credited with a minimum amount of serv- 
ice for promotion purposes of 3 years if ap- 
pointed for assignment as an officer in the 
Medical Service Corps. 

b. Upon original appointment as a Re- 
serve officer, the grade of a person credited 
with service under a above will be as fol- 
lows: A person with— 

(1) Less than 3 years, in the grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant; 

(2) At least 3 but less than 7 years, in the 
grade of first lieutenant; 

(3) At least 7 but less than 14 years, in 
the grade of captain; 

4) At least 14 but less than 21 years, in 
the grade of major; 

(5) At least 21 years, in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel; 

(6) At least 23 years, in grade of colonel. 

ec. In determining the amount of service 
for promotion purposes in grade in which 
originally appointed, a person appointed as 
a Reserve officer in a grade below colonel 
pursuant to this paragraph wil! be credited 
with the number of years, months, and days 
of service for promotion purposes in the 
grade in which appointed equal to the dif- 
ference between the number of years, 
months, and days of service for promotion 
purposes credited under a above, and the 
minimum number of years of service re 
quired under b above for the grade in 
which he is appointed. 

5. Retention of officers with obligated pe- 
riods of service.—Any Reserve officer who 
has not completed his period of required 
service as a member of the reserve com- 
ponents pursuant to section 4(d) or other 
provisions of the Universal Military Train- 
ing and Service Act, as amended (62 Stat. 
504: 65 Stat. 75: U. S. C. App., Supp. V, 
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451 et seq.), will not be discharged or trans- 
ferred from an active status pursuant to 
these regulations. 


SECTION II 


ARMY RESERVE 


6. Promotion authority.—a. Promotion of 
officers of the Army Reserve will be made 
by the continental army and oversea com- 
mander in whose area the individual's field 
military 201 file is located as follows: 

(1) Male officers to grades below colonel 

(2) Women’s Army Corps officers to grades 
below lieutenant colonel. 

(3) Army Nurse Corps and Women’s Medi- 
cal Specialist Corps officers to grades below 
major. 

b. Promotion of officers of the Army Re- 
serve will be made by the Department of 
the Army as follows: 

(1) Male officers to grade of colonel. 

(2) Women’s Army Corps officers to grade 
of lieutenant colonel. 

(3) Army Nurse Corps and Women’s Med- 
ical Specialist Corps officers to grade of 
major and Army Nurse Corps officers to 
grade of lieutenant colonel. 

(4) Enlisted personnel and warrant offi 
cers on active duty who hold Reserve com- 
missions. 

7. Eligibility for promotion of nonunit of- 
ficers.—a. To be considered for promotion 
and to be promoted a nonunit officer of the 
Army Reserve is required to be in an active 
status. 

b. Prior to being promoted, a nonunit of 
ficer is required to have passed a final type 
physical examination within 1 year prior to 
promotion. 

ce. To be promoted for the first time, but 
not more than one grade, under this section, 
a nonunit officer is required to have com- 
pleted the following ‘‘years of commissioned 
service’ in addition to the fixed normal re- 
quirements prescribed elsewhere in this sec- 
tion. To—

“Years of commissioned service,’’ as used 


in this paragraph, means either the total 
years of commissioned service as defined in 
paragraph 2e or a period of time equal to 
the years, months, and days by which the 
age of the officer exceeds 25 years, which- 
ever is greater. 

d. To be considered for promotion, a non- 
unit officer is required to have completed at 
least the following minimum years of serv- 
ice for promotion purposes in grade. To— 

First lieutenant—3 years as second lieu- 
tenant. 

Captain—2 years as first lieutenant. 

Major—4 years as captain. 

Lieutenant colonel—4 years as major. 

Colonel—3 years as lieutenant colonel. 

8. Selection generally.—Except for promo- 
tion to the grade of first lieutenant, promo- 
tions will be made only on the recommenda- 
tions of a selection board convened by the 
appropriate promotion authority to consider 


officers under the procedures hereinafter 
prescribed. Selection boards, will consider 
individual records, including any recom- 


mendations made by superiors in the individ- 
ual’s chain of command or chain of supervi- 
sion (i. e. unit commanders, chiefs of mili- 
tary districts, etc.). Officers considered are 
not required to appear before the board. 

9. Selection boards.—a. General.—Selec- 
tion boards will be appointed and convened 
by the promotion authorities designated in 
paragraph 6. Selection boards will be com- 
posed of an uneven number of officers, and 
not less than five, which number will con- 
stitute a quorum. All members of any selec- 
tion board will be senior in permanent 
grade and temporary rank to any officer 
being considered by that board. Officers of 
any component on active duty and officers 
in an active status not on active duty are 
eligible for membership on Reserve selection 
boards, At least one member of the board 
will be a Regular Army officer and at least 
one-half of the members will be Reserve 
officers. Reserve members not in active mili- 
tary service will not be ordered to active 
duty or active duty for training for the pur- 
pose of serving on Reserve selection boards 
without prior approval by the Department 
of the Army. 

b. Responsibility of board members.— 
Each officer who is appointed a member of 
a selection board will take the following 
oath: 

I do swear or affirm that I will without 
prejudice or partiality and, having in view 
both the special fitness of officers and the 
efficiency of the Army, perform the duties 
imposed upon me as a member of this board. 

c. Selection for promotion.—A majority of 
the participating members of any selection 
board must agree on each of the officers 
selected and recommended for promotion by 
the board. 

10. Promotion from second lieutenant to 
first lieutenant.—Each officer of the Army 
Reserve in the grade of second lieutenant

For General 
McFadyen, as- 
signment to the 
important over- 
seas post recalls 
his earlier serv- 
ice as Chief of Staff of the 26th Infan- 
try Division in World War II, which 
participated in four campaigns in Europe. 
During World War I, he served in France. 

Upon his return to the United States 
in 1945, General McFadyen held various 
assignments in this country amd as Chief 
of Staff of the 6th Infantry Division in 
Korea. He was made Chief of the Mili- 
tary Personnel Management Division of 
the Army General Staff in November 1948 
and in June 1951 was made Deputy As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, G-1. 

Top Army officials give General McFad- 
yen important credit for the intricate 
personnel planning which has been neces- 
sary since Korea, when simultaneously, 
for the first time in its history, the Army 
has been inducting and separating hun- 
dreds of thousands of men at the same 
time it has been fighting a war. 

As a result of frequent appearances be- 
fore the Armed Services and Appropria- 
tions Committees, General McFadyen is 
well known on Capitol Hill. 

Generai Bradford, who has commanded 
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Trieste United States Troops since June 
1952, was a member of the U. S. Army 
Horse Show Team and participated in 
many international competitions in 
Europe and America. He competed in the 
Olympic Games of 1928 in Amsterdam, 
Holland, and those of 1932 in Los 
Angeles, California, as member of the 
U. S. Olympic Equestrian Team. He was 
team captain in the 1936 Olympic Games 
in Germany. 

During World War II, General Brad- 
ford served in the Pacific Theater of 
Operations, participating in the Bougain- 
ville and Ryukyus campaigns. He was 
Assistant Division Commander of the 
25th Infantry Division and later the 27th 
Infantry Division in that area.

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Jan. Officer Promotions 


The Army this week was compiling 
preliminary data in order to ascertain 
how many temporary officer promotions 
can be made next month. 


The likelihood is that the January pro- 
motions will drop from the November 
(723) and December (726) totals, 
efforts were made to advance as many 
officers as possible before Christmas. 

Tentative figures indicate that the 
January total may approximate the 
October promotions when 443 were ad- 
vanced to colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major and captain, but this forecast is 
subject to change on the basis of late 
strength reports from the field. 


Questions have reached THE JOURNAL | 


concerning the cut-off date of 17 Nov. 
1948 for December promotions to major, 
announced in the issue of 13 Dec. 

Army officials explain that all promo- 
tions to the grade of major made this 
month were from officers selected under 
the 1951 program who were outside the 
primary zone of 31 Dec. 1946 by date of 
rank. These officers were considered and 
selected either because they held a high- 
er grade in the Reserve or National 
Guard or were recommended under the 
“5 per cent provision” for particularly 
outstanding officers, as authorized in 
D/A Circular No. 22, 1951. 


Build New Dental Lab 


Another project in the modernization 
program begun at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center in 1949; was launched 22 
Dec. when ground was broken for the 
construction of a new building to house 
the center’s Army Central Dental Lab- 
oratory component.

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Test Coldbar Mitten 


A new type of mitten designed to be 
worn with the coldbar uniform has been 
developed by the Army Quartermaster 
Corps and will be tested by combat troops 
in Korea this winter. 

Like the coldbar uniform, the mitten 
is in the experimental stage and will not 
be adopted for standard issue until its 
value and practicability have been prov- 
en during extensive field tests. 

The coldbar mitten insert is made of 
the same kind of unicellular modified 
vinyl plastic sponge as is used in con- 
struction of the coldbar uniform. The 
insert is moulded in one piece which in- 
cludes cuff, a compartment for the 
thumb, one for the forefinger, and another 
for the other three fingers. It is worn in- 
side an outer covering which has a leather 
palm and water-resistant back of duck 
material. 

Fifteen hundred pairs of the new cold- 
bar mittens will be shipped to Korea for 
testing under winter battle conditions. 

Pilot studies conducted in the cold 
chamber at the Philadelphia Quarter- 
master Depot and on Mount Washington, 
N. H., indicated that the plastic sponge 
mitten provides considerably more pro- 
tection to the hands against cold weather 
than that afforded by the present stand- 
ard trigger-finger mitten inserts, which 
are made of wool. 

The experimental insert has a curved 
shape to fit the relaxed hand. 

Tests of the coldbar uniform are being 
continued in Korea. Results to date in- 
dicate that such moisture as remains on 
the skin, even after a thorough drench- 
ing in temperatures as low as freezing, is 
promptly warmed up by body heat after 
the wearer leaves the water and exer- 
cises. 


Boost ROTC Instructors 


Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., 
has announced that increasingly effective 
manpower utilization has made possible 
a small increase in the number of instruc- 
tors authorized for high school ROTC 
duty. 

Instructor personnel cuts, necessitated 
by increased requirements for instructors 
at officer-producing ROTC colleges and 
universities, reduced the number of offi- 
cer instructors in high school ROTC as- 
signments from 275 to 100, and non-com- 
missioned personnel from 685 to 260. 
Increases now possible will raise the 
number of officer personnel to 130, and 
non-commissioned instructors to 315. 

While these increases will continue 
high school ROTC instruction on a re- 
duced level, they will permit assignment 
of one officer instructor for each 500 RO- 
TC students, and one non-commissioned 
instructor for every 200 students per 
Army command. The initial reduction 
had limited instructors to one officer for 
every 10 schools, or less in each 
city, and one non-commissioned officer 








per school, regardless of the enrolled 
student strength. 

It was emphasized that for the present, 
the Army must continue to stress its 
Senior ROTC program at colleges and 
universities to insure success of its long- 
range officer procurement program, and 
that priority must be given to assignment 
of instructors to these ROTC units. 
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37th Division Inquiry 
In response to inquiries, the Army has 
released to the press a statement per- 
taining to an investigation of charges 
made about the 37th Infantry Division. 
The text of the Army’s report follows: 


“1. Certain allegations have been made in 
public and in the press concerning the 37th 
Infantry Division, on Ohio National Guard 
unit now in the Federal service with station 
at Camp Polk, Louisiana. In general, the 
allegations are: 

‘ta. Morale is low among officers and men. 

‘‘b. There is a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion over the forced purchase of a 37th 
Infantry Division pictorial history. 

“ce. Officers are being required to join 
the National Guard Association. 

‘“‘d. That by the use of bribes and friend- 
ship and through a manipulation of rec- 
ords, some soldiers obtained assignments 
to Europe rather than to Korea. 

“e. That prior to the induction of the 
Division into the Federal service, individ- 
uals were ordered to report to the Infantry 
School for refresher training on a non- 
voluntary basis with threat of disciplinary 
action if they refused. 

“2. The allegations have been thoroughly 
investigated by the Commanding General, 
Fourth Army, Fort Sam Houston, San An- 
tonio, Texas. The investigations shows: 

‘“‘a. A duty day pass was offered to units 
of the Division attaining 100% subscription 
to the Division pictorial history. This ac- 
tion was considered unwise and not in the 
best interests of the Service, and has been 
corrected. Of a large group interviewed 
the proportion of those who bought the 
book voluntarily to those who bought it in 
expectation of a pass was about three to 
one. There is no evidence that any prej- 
udicial treatment or other pressure was 
visited on any individual who did not pur- 
chase the history. 

‘‘b. Neither the Commanding General or 
any other officer or member of the Division 
had any pecuniary interest in the publish- 
ing of the pictorial history. 

“ec. A campaign among officers to join 
the National Guard Association existed. 
There is no evidence of undue pressure on 
any individual. Of the National Guard offi- 
cers assigned to the Division, less than 
65% have joined the Association. 

“d. Allegations concerning the use of 
bribes and friendship to obtain assignments 
to Europe rather than to Korea were con- 
fined to the 145th Infantry Regiment. The 
personnel section of this regiment was un- 
derstaffed and much of the work done in 
preparing assignment to meet Department 
of the Army levies was performed by en- 
listed men under the supervision of a war- 
rant officer. It appears that some individ- 
uals properly assigned to Europe under 
MOS requisitions, indulged in loose talk 
about their good luck, thus awakening sus- 


Ppicion among their fellows. There is no 
evidence of either bribery or special in- 
fluence affecting assignments. When the 


allegations were brought to the attention 
of the regimental commander, an officer 


was assigned to the personnel section to 
guarantee impersonal assignments. 
“e. Prior to the induction of the Di- 


vision into the Federal service, certain key 
officers were ordered to the Infantry School 
for refresher training. Complaints resolved 
themselves into doubts as to whether these 


officers could count their time at the In- 
fantry School against their total service 
commitment to the Federal Government. 


The Department of the Army took action 
to resolve these doubts by giving service 
credit for the time spent in advance of the 
induction of the whole division. No fur- 
ther dissatisfaction on this point has ap- 
peared. 

“On balance, it appears that in an endeavor 
to inculcate in all members a pride in the 
history and traditions of the 37th Infantry 
Division, the effort to obtain wide distribu- 
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tion of the Division's pictorial history was 
overemphasized. Similar zeal was shown in 
the effort to obtain memberships in the Na- 
tional Guard Association.

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Seabee Birthday 


The Navy’s Seabees will celebrate 
their eleventh birthday, tomorrow 28 Dec. 

Organized only three weeks after 
Pearl Harbor, the force was set up to 
meet the Navy’s need for a_ builder- 
fighter organization of skilled workmen, 
serving in uniform under military con- 
trol, who could construct advanced bases 
and defend what they built. 

The original Naval Construction Bat- 
talions grew rapidly, reaching a peak 
strength of about 250,000 during World 
War II and participating in every major 
amphibious operation of American 
armed forces throughout the world. In 
recognition of their achievements, they 
were made a permanent component of 
the Navy in 1946. 

Only a skeleton of the proud World 
War II force remained in service when 
the Reds invaded South Korea in June, 
1950. But only two months later Seabees 
were participating in the Inchon land- 
ings. The regular Seabees were bolstered 
by the return to active duty of a large 
number of CB Reservists. 

Seabees are still on the job in Korea, 
extending and maintaining airstrips, 
building roads and bridges, constructing 
chapels, and carrying on other opera- 
tions to which they are assigned. During 
the past twelve months they also have 
been doing vital construction and 
maintenance work at such far-flung 
places as Japan, the Philippines, Guam, 
Kwajalein, Midway Island, Alaska, Cuba, 
Newfoundland and North Africa. 

A typical Seabee mission was accom- 
plished in Korea last winter when eight 
men led by a chief petty officer opened 
a supply route to a small force of Ma- 
rines isolated in a forward position. 
Working speedily in a temperature of 
five degrees below zero, these Seabees in 
a few days erected several bridges over 
which heavy vehicles could pass. 

The Seabees’ biggest current job is the 
building of a Naval Air Facility in the 
Philippines in rough terrain. The project 
involves the clearing of jungles and the 
leveling of high elevations. 

The average Seabee on duty today is 
younger than his World War II counter- 
part. Most of the men who served in the 
Construction Battalions during the pe- 
riod of 1942-1945, returned to civilian 
construction jobs after the war, but 
thousands enlisted in the CB Reserve. 
The majority of the men called to active 
duty after the fighting started in Korea 
have completed their tours of duty, or 
will be eligible for release soon. There- 
fore, the present Seabee organization is 
made up, to a great extent, of younger 
men who have been trained in various 
construction skills at the U. S. Naval 
Construction Schools at Port Hueneme, 
Calif. 

The Navy said this week it is still in- 
terested in the procurement of older, ex- 
perienced men. The “old Seabees” are 
needed not only for their skill as work-

involves the separation of fiscal and sup- 
ply functions and the eventual creation 
of a new Fiscal Director, a general offi- 
cer, later next year. 

During his years as Assistant Com- 
mandant, General Shepherd became con- 
cerned about the tremendous task placed 
upon the one officer who was assigned 
the responsibilities of directing both the 
supply and fiscal functions of the Marine 
Corps. The Quartermaster General (Maj. 
Gen. W. P. T. Hill) has for some time 
performed both the duties of Chief of 
the Supply Department and of the Fiscal 
Director. 

In each of these fields the complexity 
of duties has been progressively multi- 
plied by the growth of the Corps and 
the ever-increasing demands for im- 
proved supply and fiscal accounting and 
control. Foreseeing the great burden 
this would eventually place upon the 
Quartermaster General, the Comman- 
dant, soon after his assumption of office, 
announced to his staff plans to simplify 
the extremely complicated problem and 
to distribute the load through a separa- 
tion of the Corps’ budgetary and supply 
functions. 

Since early last year, General Shep- 
herd’s staff officers have been at work 
on plans for the organization of the new 
Fiscal Division. Progress has been satis- 
factory and on 1 Jan. 1953 the Corps 
will take the initial steps toward form- 
ing such a division. General Shepherd 
told THE JOURNAL, “The completion of 
this important part in the progressive 
reorganization of the Marine Corps 
Headquarters will lead to more efficient 
operation and a more appropriate divi- 
sion of responsibilities.” 

Big Year 

Progress made in other areas of the 
far-flung Marine establishment has been 
continuous under General Shepherd’s 
leadership. He is not afraid of change 
and, wherever necessary, such change 
has been made without hesitation. 

This week the Commandant said the 
Corps is continuously reviewing its tables 
of organization with the idea of putting 
more fighting men into the infantry units 
and fewer into the supporting elements. 
“I feel the Marine Corps is in a very 
sound position,” he said. “We are well 
up on our training, and I am very pleased 
with the progress that has been made.” 
He said he was “especially grateful for 
the fine work done by the staff and 
subordinate commanders, and for their 
untiring and loyal support.” 

In the words of one of General Shep- 
herd’s close advisors, “this has indeed 
been a big Marine Corps year.” 


Heads Navy PG School 

Rear Adm. Frederick Moosbrugger, 
USN, former Commander of MSTS in the 
Pacific Area, has been named to head 
the Navy’s General Line School at Mon- 
terey, Calif.

New maximum age-in-grade criteria 
for the assignment of AF-Res. officers to 
AF-Res. Combat, Flying Training, Com- 
bat Support, Specialist Training and Vol- 
unteer Air Reserve Training units and 
Mobilization Assignment or Designation 
positions are as follows, the Air Force 
announced this week.

These criteria are applicable to both 
rated and non-rated officers, including 
rated officers assigned in T/O or T/D air- 
crew positions. 

Colonels who reach age 58 while as- 
signed to a Reserve unit or while pos- 
sessing a Mobilization Assignment or 
Designation will not be reassigned sole- 
ly because of age, but may continue in 
such assignments until reaching age 60 
if otherwise qualified for retention. 

Maximum age-in-grade provisions may 
be waived for successive one-year periods 
until the officer has had an opportunity 
to qualify for and be considered for pro- 
motion. No waivers will be granted those 
individuals who have reached the max- 
imum age-in-grade for the next higher 
grade or who have reached age 60. All 
requests for waivers will be fully justi- 
fied and are subject to approval by the 
major command of assignment, or by the 
ConAC numbered Air Force, in the case 
of individuals under the jurisdiction of 
ConAC. 

There are no age-in-grade criteria for 
officers not assigned to Reserve units, 
Mobilization Assignments or Designa- 
tions, except the maximum age 60. 

There are no age-in-grade criteria for 
airmen in the Reserve.

The 
purpose of the award is to impress squad- 
ron officers with the importance of main- 
taining physical fitness in accomplishing 
the Air Force mission. 


AF ROTC Policy 


Approximately 8,000 Air Force Reserve 
Officer Training Corps graduates to be 
commissioned between 1 May 1953, and 
30 April 1954, will be called into active 
service within four months after they are 
commissioned. 

The number represents all AFROTC 
students who are non-veterans or who 
are not deferred for graduate study. 
There are no plans at present to call 
AFROTC graduates with prior military 
service. 

Those ordered to active military serv- 
ice will be given opportunity to apply 
for flying training and advanced tech- 
nical training at Air Force schools or 
civilian institutions. 

Assignment of the new officers will be 
made on the basis of educational quali- 
fications and Air Force requirements. 
Students will usually be notified of their 
assignments prior to graduation. 

Approximately 4,300 AFROTC gradu- 
ates of the 1952 class were ordered into 
active service in July, August and Sep- 
tember of this year. In the same period, 
nearly 300 were deferred for graduate 
training in technical fields needed by the 
Air Force. 





Honor Capt. Sizemore 


The first permanent building at Mather 
AFB, Calif., has been dedicated to the 
memory of Capt. Zemria B. Sizemore, 
who was killed in Korea. The invocation 
preceding the dedication was said by 
Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Gerritt E. Mouw, 
3535th Observer Training Wing Chaplain. 

On the stand with the Chaplain was 
Lt. Gen. Robert W. Harper, Commanding 
General of Air Training Command, who 
was visiting Mather at the time of the 
ceremony; Col. John W. White, Com- 
manding Officer at Mather, who made the 
dedication, and dignitaries from the city 
of Sacramento. 

Captain Sizemore is believed to be the 
first (Mather) USAF Observer School 
graduate to be killed in Korea. He was 
a member of the first class to graduate 
from the postwar school (May, 1947) 
which was then called the Aircraft Ob- 
server (Bombardment) School. 





Air Weapons Study 

A contract has been awarded to the 
McGraw-Hill Publishing Company, Inc 
of New York City for compilation by se- 
curity-cleared employees of periodic 
classified reports on US Air Force weap- 
ons systems, Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command Headquarters announced 
this week. 

The material for these reports will be 
obtained from all Air Force organiza- 
tions concerned and will cover problems 
and new developments in the air arma- 
ment field, including those pertaining to 
maintenance, testing, training, and 
actual field use. 

William Kroger is in charge of compil- 
ing and editing the reports under the 
project title “Air Weapons Study.” Ben 
S. Lee is in charge of liaison with Head- 
quarters, United States Air Force, and 
the Air Research and Development Com- 
mand. Both Mr. Kroger and Mr. Lee 
were formerly associated with the Mc- 
Graw-Hill publication “Aviation Week.”

Hit Construction Costs 
(Continued from First Page) 
example, the use of a standard type alert 
hangar at Air Force bases without re- 
gard to climatic conditions seems un- 

justifiable. 

“Functional obsolescence is already 
apparent in certain specialized buildings 
only recently constructed. Example: The 





wing hangars constructed by the Air 
Force at northern bases. | 
“Air Force construction plans for 


training, wing headqquarters, and squad- 
ron operations buildings at Limestone | 
Air Force Base did not appear defensible. 

“The Subcommittee felt that in certain 
instances there was insufficient effort to 
use and conserve temporary buildings 
which are structurally sound and sub- 
ject to rehabilitation at moderate cost. 
There was some evidence that inter-serv- 
ice rivalry for long-term permanent con- 
struction has overshadowed the desire 
to get the most defense for the least cost. 
A noteworthy exception was the attitude 
of the Commanding General at Lowry 
Air Force Base who is recommending a 
plausible rehabilitation program. 

“Although the Subcommittee found 
that the Air Force is installing its own 
telephone system at Limestone without 
trying to learn whether private indus- 
try would lease service to the base, it is 
gratifying to note that the Department 
of Defense has recently established the 
policy of leasing such services as a mat- 
ter of general practice. 

“The construction of facilities for the 
Air Force Security Service at Kelly 
raises the question whether there is un- 
necessary duplication of facilities for 
this type of program in each of the Serv- 
ices. The Subcommittee believes that this 
Air Force activity and similar activities 
in the other Services, including the De- 
partment of Defense, should be thorough- 
ly reviewed by the Secretary of Defense 
to insure against needless duplication. 

“At some bases the Subcommittee ob- 
served facilities under construction for 
which urgent requirements seemed 
doubtful. It questions the relative urgen- 
cy for the construction of the new hang- 
ar at the Denver Naval Air Station when 
compared with the need at some other 
installations for facilities which have not 
even been authorized. 

“The Subcommittee was concerned with 
the ratio of support personnel to train- 
ees at certain training areas. While it 
cannot determine what ratio should be 
prescribed there was evidence of extrav- 
agant use of active-duty support person- 
nel.” 





TC Career Management 
(Continued from First Page) 
tion School at Ft. Eustis, Va. It is ex- 
pected that these two courses—Regular 
or Associate—plus varied assignments on 
transportation troop and staff duty will 
produce a competent transportation offi- 
cer well fitted to command transporta- 
tion troop units or to fill a transportation 
staff assignment, short of key positions. 

After completing the general educa- 
tional program provided by the Trans- 
portation School, officers are eligible for 
selection for further high level education. 
Because of space allocation, it is not pos- 
sible to send all qualified TC officers to 
the Command and General Staff College 
or its Air Force or Navy equivalents, or 
to the more senior schools where the 
available spaces are correspondingly less. 
In this selection process, two criteria are 
important. First, is the officer capable of 
assimilating the instruction offered at the 
high level college? Second, after gradu- 
ating, will the officer have the experience 
background necessary to supplement the 
instruction given to make him fully 
acceptable in a key transportation posi- 
tion? 

An officer’s ability to assimilate in- 
struction is determined by his general 
record, his success in previous schooling 
and by other tests. In addition, under 
the second of the two criteria, his experi- 
ence background weighs heavily in his 
chances of selection. All other things 
being equal, the young officer who has 
successfully commanded a transportation 
unit in support of combat operations in 





Korea, or who has successfully exercised 
similar responsibilities in a theater of | 
operations, or in the more demanding | 
types of peacetime work—such as Arctic | 


or other exacting tests, merits considera- 
tion over and above an officer whose rec- 
ord has been earned at a Zone of the 
Interior installation or at a staff desk— 
even though the desk be in a high head- 
quarters. This policy is based on the 
assumption that the success of the Trans- 
portation Corps lies in service rendered 
to its customers—the other components 
of the Army, the Navy and the Air Force 
—-and on the belief that the transporta- 
tion officer who has learned the custom- 


| er’s problems first hand in actual field 


operations, is usually the best officer to 
educate for positions having the respon- 
sibility for improving that service. 


For qualified officers who volunteer 
for specialist training, there is the oppor- | 


tunity for graduate study in civilian col- 
leges and for training with industry. In 
some instances, the civilian schooling in- 
volves from one to two years’ duty and 
leads to a graduate degree. Other courses 
last only a few months with intensive 
coverage of a single item in the trans- 
portation field. In like manner, there 
are two general types of training tours 
with industry. One, usually a year in 
length, is part of the Department of the 
Army Industrial Mobilization Training 
Program. This tour follows graduate in- 
struction at a civilian coliege, leading 
ultimately to specialization in procure- 
ment planning and qualification for 
attendance at the Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces. The second is for 
the purpose of training a Transportation 
Corps Officer in the operating methods of 
the more progressive firms of the trans- 
portation industry—thereby bringing the 
leaven of advanced commercial practices 
into the conduct of Army transportation. 

Specifically, it should be noted that 
training at a civilian college or tours 
with industry do not, in themselves, de- 
termine selection or non-selection of 
Transportation Corps officers for the 
Command and General Staff College, 
although in the case of many officers, 
these tours may be the first and second 
step in the Industrial Mobilization Train- 
ing Program with eventual selection for 
attendance at the Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces. 

For the non-Regular career officer, sub- 
stantially the same program is followed. 
The difference is that he is selected for 
the Associate Advanced Course at the 
Transportation School and for the As- 
sociate Course at the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College. These courses are 
shorter than the regular resident courses 
and being temporary duty details, he 
will in all probability return to his 
permanent station assignment after the 
school detail. 

Selection for attendance at the Com- 
mand and General Staff College is neces- 
sarily competitive because of the limited 
number of spaces available each year. 
For the schools beyond C. & G.S.C., a 
further element is added in the selection 
—an element which considers the prob- 
able general type of assignment ahead of 
the officer in question. Because joint op- 
erations and joint staff work with the 
Navy and the Air Force have a substan- 
tial and steadily growing importance in 
transportation a considerable portion of 
the TC officers graduating from Com- 
mand and General Staff College will at- 
tend the Armed Forces Staff College. 

As the officer chosen to occupy any of 
the senior Transportation Corps positions 
must have a thorough understanding of 
the Navy and Air Force problems in this 
general field, there is an increased em- 





phasis for the need of attendance of |

at the higher level schools of the two | 


sister Services. Selection for the appro- 
priate courses at the Air Force War Col- 
lege and the Navy War College is made 
on the same basis as for the Army War 
College while selection for the logistics 
courses in both the Air Force and Navy 
school systems is on the basis of meeting 
the prerequisites for each course. 
Finally, the ultimate in the military 
educational system is detail to the Na- 
tional War College or the Industrial Col- 
lege of the Armed Forces. Selection for 
these two top level colleges is made from 
among the graduates of the Army, Navy 
or Air War College and the Armed Forces 
Staff College classes, and in addition, se- 
lection for attending the Industrial Col- 
lege of the Armed Forces may also be 
made from officers who have advanced 
through the various stages of the Indus- 





trial Mobilization Training Program as 
outlined earlier in this article. 

The conduct of this general program 
for the training of Transportation Corps 
officers is guided by two fundamental 
principles. The: first is to produce well- 
rounded officers for each level of re- 
sponsibility as early as practicable in 
their respective careers. To this end, em- 
phasis is placed on the selection of out- 
standing young officers for educational 
advancement—in certain cases well ahead 
of their age group, and on the rotation 
of these officers, in positions having high 
on-the-job training value. This rotation 
of officers is to the end that, wherever 
practicable without damage to operating 
efficiency, officers shall be placed on as- 
signments where they will be learning 
a new skill. The second of the principles 
is that the Transportation Corps Career 
Management will continue to maintain, 
to the latest productive date, the eligibil- 
ity of each officer for consideration for 
selection and training with the intent 
that each officer will be kept interested 
in his future. This does not mean school- 
ing at a stage when there is little chance 
of the Army reaping commensurate 
benefit. It does mean that right up to the 
end of an active career, a Transportation 
Corps Officer is expected to contribute to 
the improvement in transportation serv- 
ice and can expect consideration for his 
contribution.

who is considered qualified for promotion by 
promotion authorities will be promoted 
when he completes 3 years of service for 
promotion purposes. Determination of the 
officer's qualifications for promotion will 
be made in advance of the date such officer 
completes 3 years of commissioned service 
so that action may be taken in accordance 
with paragraph 22 if the officer is found not 
qualified. 

11. Mandatory consideration of nonunit of- 
ficers for promotion to captain, major, and 
lieutenant colonel.—a. Irrespective of the 
existence of a grade structure vacancy in 
the next higher grade, each nonunit officer 
of the Army Reserve in an active status in 
the grade of first lieutenant, captain, or 
major will be considered for promotion prior 
to the time it is anticipated he will com- 
plete, respectively, 4, 7, or 7 years of serv- 
ice for promotion purposes in grade so that 
such officer, if selected for promotion by the 
selection board, may be promoted upon com- 
pletion of that service. 

b. This paragraph is not applicable to 
those female officers of the Army Reserve 
indicated in paragraph 6b (2) and (3). 


12. Promotion to fill grade structure va- 
cancies.—a. Based upon the number of ex- 
isting and anticipated grade structure va- 
eancies in grade of captain, major, or 
lieutenant colonel as may be announced 


from time to time by the Department of the 
Army, the convening authority may direct 
a selection board to consider’ and select non- 
unit officers for promotion to those grades 
within the number so announced. 

b. An officer selected for promotion by a 
selection board under this paragraph to fill 
a grade structure vacancy in grade of cap- 
tain, major or lieutenant colonel will be pro- 
moted in order of seniority and as vacan- 
cies occur. 

c. This paragraph does not apply to those 
female officers of the Army A2eserve indi- 
cated in paragraph 6b (2) and (3) 


13. Promotion to fill authorized unit va- 
eancies.—a. Vacancies in approved T/O&E 
and T/D units (excluding mobilization 
designations) which are organized for the 


purpose of serving as such are authorized 
as a basis for promotion. Such vacancies 
will be filled through promotion of the best 
available officers, subject to the following: 

(1) To be considered for promotion and to 
be promoted, an officer is required to be 
in an active status. 

(2) Prior to being promoted, an officer is 
required to have passed a final type physical 
examination within 1 year prior to promo- 
tion. 

(3) The officer is required to have com- 
pleted the following minimum number of 
years of service for promotion purposes in 
grade. To— 

First lieutenant—-3 years as second lieu- 
tenant. 

Captain—2 years as first lieutenant. 


Major—4 years as captain. 
Colonel—3 years as lieutenant colonel. 
As an execption to the above, an officer in 
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grade of second lieutenant or first lieuten- 
ant who has served creditably in a position 
vacancy of captain for 12 months may, with 
approval of the promotion authority, be con- 
sidered for promotion to the next higher 
grade. An officer may not be promoted more 
than once under this exception. 

(4) The officer is fully qualified for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade as determined 
by a selection board convened by the promo- 
tion authority indicated in paragraph 6. 

b. Prior to the convening of each selec- 
tion board, separate instructions will be is- 
sued by the Department of the Army con- 
cerning submission of nominees to fill unit 
vacancies in the grades indicated in para- 
graph 6b (1), (2), and (3). 

ec. An officer who is transferred out of a 
T/O&E or T/D unit will be afforded the 
same promotion opportunities as other non- 
unit officers of similar grade, branch, cate 
gory, and seniority. To be promoted for the 
first time after transfer to a nonunit status, 
such an officer will be required to fulfill the 
requirements provided in paragraph 7c. 

14. Method of selection for promotion to 
captain, major, or lieutenant colonel.—a. 
When officers of the Army Reserve in grade 
of first lieutenant, captain, or major are to 
be considered by a selection board for pro- 
motion under paragraph 11, the convening 
officer will furnish to the selection board 
the names of such officers to be considered 
for promotion to the grade concerned. Un- 
less the Department of the Army specifically 
directs that the procedure prescribed in c 
below be used, the convening officer will di- 
rect the board to select those officers whom 
it considers fully qualified for promotion, 
and to report those officers who are deemed 
not to be fully qualified for promotion. 

b. When officers of the Army Reserve are 
to be considered by a selection board for 
promotion to fill existing or anticipated 
grade structure vacancies under paragraph 
12, the Department of the Army may direct 
convening officers to instruct selection boards 
convened by them to— 

(1) Consider the officers whose names are 
referred to it in the order of their length 
of service for promotion purposes; 

(2) Select those who are considered fully 
qualified for promotion until the number of 
officers specified by him is selected; and 

(3) Report those considered who are 
deemed not to be fully qualified for promo- 
tion. 

c. In lieu of the procedure prescribed in 
a above, the Department of the Army may 
direct the convening officer to furnish to a 
selection board the names of officers of the 
Army Reserve to be considered by it and 
to direct the board to select for promotion 
a specified number of officers whom the 
board considers to be the best qualified of 
those named for consideration. 

d. This paragraph does not apply to those 
female officers of the Army Reserve indi- 
cated in paragraph 6b (2) and (3). 

15. Meaning of ‘‘fully qualified’ and 
“best qualified.’""—a, Fully qualified.—In 
determining whether an officer under con- 
sideration is fully qualified for promotion 
to the next higher grade, selection boards 
should be satisfied that the officer is quall- 
fied physically, morally, and professionally 
and of an age capable of performing the 
duties expected of an officer of his branch 
in the next higher grade, if such officer 
were serving in the active military service.

The Pentagon's New Management. Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower has now completed the 
appointment of the key civilian chiefs of the 
Department of Defense and its component sub- 
departments. From their experience and back- 
ground, there is every evidence that they will 
form a homogeneous, harmonious working team, 
thinking along the same lines and working 
toward the same objectives. 

To the top man and his immediate deputy— 
Mr. Charles E. Wilson, Secretary of Defense- 
to-be, and Mr. Roger M. Kyes, Deputy Secretary 

it will be a continuation of their present rela- 
tionship where Mr. Wilson is president and Mr. 
Kyes a vice president of General Motors, one of 
the world’s largest corporations. The three new 
department heads come from similar spheres of 
activities. Mr. Robert Ten Broeck Stevens, who 
is to be Secretary of the Army, is a textile manu- 
facturer and a member of the boards of directors 
of a number of large corporations. Mr. Robert 
Bernerd Anderson, new Secretary of the Navy, 
though a lawyer is also a director of various 
utilities, oil and refinery companies as well as the 
general manager of a huge ranch with oil as 
well as livestock interests. Mr. Harold E. Talbott, 
designated as Secretary of the Air Force, classi- 
fies himself as a capitalist but has had 
considerable experience in aircraft industry man- 
agement as well as in banking, automobile manu- 
facturing, hydro-electric development and con- 
struction. 

Thus, all of the new top Pentagon men have 
been highly successful in business and experi- 
enced in the handling of large and diversified 
organizations of men and of large expenditures 
of money. Some have had experience in, and all 
have been deeply interested in, the operation of 
their government. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the success and progress they have 
achieved in their personal lives and in the corpo- 
rations whose destinies they have directed have 
been due to the same personal characteristics and 
energetic drive that it takes to be successful 
directors of the nation’s largest and most im- 
portant business—the National Defense. In their 
daily duties they have had to rely upon and 
evaluate the advice of technical men in their 
organizations, just as they will have to do in the 
military establishment. In reaching their present 
positions they have had to be successful in justify- 
ing their plans and proposed expenditures before 
hard-boiled boards of directors acting as guardi- 
ans of their stockholders’ funds—just as in their 
new jobs they must win the confidence and sup- 
port of Congress. 

Of one thing they may be sure—the personnel 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Air Force, 
who are devoting their lives to their nation’s 
interests, will give them whole-hearted support 
in the development of a powerful and efficient 
Armed Forces team at the most reasonable 
expenditure of public funds. 


Construction and Efficiency. The investiga- 
gation of military construction reported upon 
this week by a subcommittee of the House Ex- 
penditures Committee has, it seems to us, gonc 
a little far in some instances to find points upon 
which it can criticize the Services. 

For example, the report charges “luxurious- 
ness” and “plushness’”’ in connection with the 
global communications building at McClelland 
Air Force Base and the operational, administra- 
tion and training building for the Air Force 
Security Service at Kelly. The Subcommittee 
seemed horrified that these buildings had air- 
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conditioning and were acoustically treated. No 
consideration, it seems, was given to the pos- 
sibility that these features were incorporated, 
not for plushness, but in the interests of the effi- 
cient conduct of the important work to be car- 
ried on in the buildings. Members of Congress, 
who recently air-conditioned their Capitol build- 
ing at Washington (many miles to the north of 
these two posts), should be aware of the im- 
portance of these features. 

The report is also critical of the cost of quick 
operating mechanical door units in special alert 
hangars at Hamilton Air Force Base and of high- 
speed refueling hydrants designed to get the 
bombers at Limestone and other bases into the 
air in the shortest possible time. Here, it would 
seem, the Air Force would be opening itself to

promotion based on temporary dates 


more severe criticism if it neglected to take 
advantage of every means of speedy action. Air- 
craft on the ground are liabilities rather than 
assets when an emergency arises. 

Again, in one sentence, the report holds that 
“over-rigid specifications may result in exces- 
sive expenditure or in buildings which are sub- 
ject to early functional obsolescence,”’ and yet a 
little further on contends that there is a failure 
to discriminate between that ‘‘which may be de- 
sirable or necessary at some future time and that 
which is essential here and now.” Thus the Serv- 
ices are culpable whether or not they construct 
for the future. 

In its strictly construction phases—compara- 
tive costs per cubic foot or per man housed—the 
investigation can perform a genuine service look- 
ing toward economy in expenditures. But it does 
not seem proper that a construction report should 
be used to criticize means of increasing military 
efficiency and readiness.

The voice of another bewildered 
Officer is heard—“I will continue to 
do my best, but my entire outlook 
on the work to which I once looked 
forward with pleasure has changed. 
I do not care to spend a career sub- 
jected to the vicious promotion 
juggling that the Officer Corps has 
been through since 1945, 


It started with “integration” im- 
mediately after World War II at 
which time a great percentage of 
officers then in the RA were let 
down “cold” when a disproportionate 
number of integrated officers one to 
three grades junior to them (after 
having served through an entire 
war) were, or have since been, 
jumped one to three grades over 
them on permanent and temporary 
promotion purely on the basis of 
age, not actual service or ability. 


The Reserve Officer who separated 
immediately after World War II and 
is now back on active duty, as well 
as the Reserve Officer who remained 
in the Army, is somewhat appalled 
to find so many integrated (RA) 
officers who were much junior to 
him at the termination of World 
War II now on the top of a list 
gluttee with congenial chair sitters 
who have “fine” records, but whose 
ability is very questionable to the 
people who work with them. 


If the present system of temporary 





of rank remains in effect, many out- 
standing officers previously passed 
over (constructive credit seniority 
again played a part) would stand 
another chance of promotion, but 
they know that it is inevitable that 
when the time comes—the system 
will again be changed. Some “bright 
theorizer” will again give the inte- 
grated officer “another _ terrific 
break” by disregarding temporary 
dates of rank, and “constructive” 
service will a third time militate 
against the man with “experience.” 

The older pre-World War II Regu- 
lar Officer who did not make his 
full Colonelcy due to temporary 
date of rank will take issue with the 
above statement about selection 
based on temporary rank, and his 
contemporaries will agree that he 
has been given little consideration. 
But that is the way it goes—the 
situation on temporary and perma- 
nent promotion has become almost 
irremediable. 

The “little picture” is still im- 
portant. It is a real blow to a man’s 
pride to hold down key jobs for 
years and suddenly find himself 
(with a revealing date of rank) be- 
ing subjected to the questioning 
scrutiny of the “have done littles” 
promoted under the system. Fur- 
ther, he is placed in the position of 
having to start with a “strike 
against him” proving himself to his 
new superiors—after having always 
enjoyed the full confidence of previ- 


when he is recommended for promo- 
tion, battlefield or otherwise, he can- 
not be considered because there is 
still a long backlog of “board se- 
lected” officers awaiting promotion 
based on records now two years, and 
another war, old. (Records at least 
six months old when reviewed in 
April 1951, which will undoubtedly 
be 2% years old by the time all are 
promoted.) 

But, now we have another “ur- 
gent” proposal — more battlefield 
promotions. Go ahead, change the 
policy and give some of the “do’ers” 
a break, but while you are doing it 
—don’t forget about the Korean 
Veterans previously recommended 
for battlefield promotion and turned 
down due to a change in policy after 
the battlefield promotion system 
was originally put in effect. 

Someone in the Department of 
Defense with an interest in this 
Army Officer Corps, would do well 
to stop the “merry-go-round” and 
take time for a recapitulation. For 
one thing, a survey would reveal the 
startling demoralizing impact of 
promotion policies on too high 4 
percentage of superior officers. I re- 
peat that in the meantime I will 
continue to do my very best in my 
particular job, but my principal diffi- 
culty is keeping up my spirit and 
confidence in the face of a constant 
barrage of “poorly thought out” 
changes in promotion policy.

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Slowdown in NATO’s 


HE NATO Council meeting in Paris, 

supposedly for the determination of 
1953 extensions of the military establish- 
ment in Europe, accomplished woefully 
little, and no amount of reappraisal of 
the decisions arrived at last week makes 
them look any better. The $240,000,000 
allotted to military construction is little 
more than half the amount urged on 
member nations by General Ridgway, and 
his recommendation itself represented a 
large reduction already made from the 
initial estimate of requirements. 

This means a marked slowdown in the 
creation of new airfields and communi- 
cations, for both of which there is a crit- 
ical need pointed out over and over again 
by NATO’s land and air commanders and 
by General Ridgway as well. The slow- 
down in creation of new divisions was 
fully anticipated, and there is no surprise 
over the Council’s formal decision to 
“seek qualitative improvement” of ex- 
isting divisions instead of a greater num- 
ber of units on the way to the ultimate 
96-division target. But the failure to 
maintain the scheduled pace in new air- 
fields and communications is disappoint- 
ing, both as a current fact and as a warn- 
ing of future events. It is a matter which 
must inevitably concern General Eisen- 
hower, whose magnificent work at 
SHAPE was largely responsible for put- 
ting NATO on a firm foundation and for 
persuading the several nations to pledges 
of further enterprise. In the NATO 
Council itself there seemed to be a recog- 
nition of this, for the members adjourned 
to meet again “as early as possible in 
the Spring’”—that is, when the new ad- 
ministration in Washington will have had 
time to consider how new vitality is to 
be injected into NATO. 

By that time, unfortunately, France, 
too, will have had to get a political shak- 
ing-down, for the Pinay government, hav- 
ing survived a series of earlier chal- 
lenges from its opponents, this week en- 
countered too many foes to be beaten 
down by M. Pinay’s wavering followers. 
The issue was a combination of tax re- 
forms which the premier insisted must 
be carried through if France’s economy 
is to be encouraged and the franc pro- 
tected (this latter being a most difficult 
job at best). It is hard to get any legis- 
lator, and particularly a French legis- 
lator, to support the idea of higher taxes 
for any purpose whatever, but on this 
occasion M. Pinay seems to have run into 
a hopeless division; the right side of the 
parliament as usual held that the pro- 
posed taxes were too high, the left side 
argued that they were too low, and a 
large element of the middle group ap- 
parently was unable to decide whether 
they were too high or too low and hence 
abstained altogether from voting. The 
new government will have the privilege 
of coping with this same problem and 
also of bucking a threatened postoffice 
strike in January.

Incentive Pay Report 


A civilian consultant to the Depart- 
ment of Defense Incentive Pay Commis- 
sion this week was working on a draft 
of a report for later transmittal to Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert A. Lovett. 

There were reports, not confirmed offi- 
cially, that more than one report on this 
matter may reach Secretary Lovett’s 
desk. If this is true, it would mean failure 
of agreement among Commission mem- 
bers or else disagreement with Defense 
spokesmen concerning recommendations. 

Secretary Lovett, after reviewing the 
recommendations of the Commission, 
which is headed by Rear Adm. Lewis L. 
Strauss, USNR (inactive), will transmit 
his own viewpoints on the matter of in- 
centive and hazardous duty pay to the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, which 
requested the new study. 

Since Mr. Lovett will leave his post as 
Secretary of Defense on 20 Jan., it is ob- 
vious that quick action is in the offing. 
The Commission’s report, Admiral 
Strauss has said, will be on the Defense 
Secretary’s desk before 1 January. 

The Commission held what is believed 
to be a wind-up session at the Pentagon 
last Friday, 19 Dec., and heard state-

in France threatens delays or even up- 
sets of planning in all areas of policy, 
and consequently injury to NATO and 
European Defense Community projects 
alike is almost inevitable. In West Ger- 
many, too, the opposition to Chancellor 
Adenauer has been quick to exploit the 
western nations’ confusion, and Adenauer 
is assured even more trouble than hither- 
to anticipated in getting needed ratifi- 
cation for the peace-contract and agree- 
ment on the new defense forces to be 
raised within Germany for the projected 
European army. 

In sum, 1952 ends with disappointment 
for the West in a good many bright hopes 
of a year ago. Even the tentative settle- 
ment of the Mediterranean command is 
far from satisfactory; it may work out 
in peacetime, but it is awkward as a set- 
up for the indefinite future. There is a 
great deal for General Eisenhower to 
give his closest attention to before that 
springtime meeting of the NATO council 
takes place. 

Certainly the European allies have 
their own solid reasons for the slow- 
down, in that their economic needs are 
great. Any increase in active divisions 
can be attained, obviously, only by ex- 
tracting an equivalent number of men 
from domestic industry, and a consider- 
able amount of money and industrial ca- 
pacity from the important business of 
building up commerce and income. So 
long as all the nations were engaged in 
a common sacrifice of large proportions 
—and this was the case during NATO’s 
first two years—all of them could be kept 
in line; but when faltering began, it soon 
became general, and it must be kept in 
mind that the first outstanding example 
in slowing-down was set by the United 
States. The reasoning which guided us to 
that decision is not greatly unlike the 
reasoning which the European allies 
have been following since then. 


It should be noted therefore that, even 
with the slowdown in creation of new 
troop units, most of the European allies 
are actually spending a little more on de- 
fense than in the past—Britain by 3% 
per cent and France by 4 per cent, with 
Denmark proposing to spend 20 per cent 
more than in 1952. 

One may note also that the very im- 
portant work of the European Coal and 
Steel Community’s constitutional com- 
mittee proceeds smoothly, and the com- 
pleted draft promises to be ready on 
schedule in March, for consideration by 
the six member nations (France, Italy, 
West Germany, Belgium, Netherlands, 
Luxembourg). The Coal and Steel Com- 
munity is a reality whose value as a cen- 
tral core for the political community it- 
self cannot be ignored; a year ago not 
many people, save Schuman, dared pre- 
dict it would be functioning today, and 
the unexpected success of that enterprise 
may provide us with hope for better 
things in other areas in 1953.

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UN Assembly Recesses “Til February 


f gem an all-night session during which it rejected Russian demands for a cen- 
sure of the United States, the United Nations General Assembly recessed early 
in the morning of 22 Dec. Unless Lester B. Pearson, Canada’s Foreign Minister and 
President of the UN Assembly, should determine that there is earlier emergency 
need, the delegates will not return until 24 Feb., leaving until that time a decision 
as to its future course in Korea. 

The Soviet attempt to censure the United States (which U. S. delegate Dr. 
Philip C. Jessup appropriately dubbed “a knock on the door at: midnight”) was in 
the form of a resolution entitled “The mass murder of Korean and Chinese prisoners 
of war by the United States armed forces on the island of Pongam.” So extreme 
was the language used by the Russians that several delegates laughed openly at 
their absurdity. Dr. Jessup joined with the majority in voting that the resolution 
be taken up so as to dispose of the “utterly false, slanderous, defamatory proposal.” 
The Committee, however, voted to insert the words “complaint of” before “mass 
murder” so as not to place the assembly in the position of pre-judging the issue. 
Shortly before 4:45 a.m. the assembly rejected the resolution 45-5 with only the 
Russian bloc voting for it. Ten of the Asian-Arab nations refrained from voting. 


TECHNICALLY BEFORE THE ASSEMBLY is the resolution calling on the 
UN to endorse the United States unified command’s conduct of the truce negotia- 
tions at Panmunjom and affirming opposition to enforced repatriation of prisoners 
of war. 

By the time the Assembly reconvenes the Eisenhower regime will be well 
under way and the new U. S. delegates will be armed with the stand the new 
administration will take. In this connection General Eisenhower already has stated 
that the United Nations must convince the Communist forces that they want peace. 

The long-stalled negotiations for the completion of a treaty to end the occupa- 
tion of Austria and to restore to that country its full sovereignty was the subject 
of an earlier resolution adopted by the Assembly. Although 48 members voted for 
the resolution, with Pakistan and Afghanistan abstaining, the five-member Soviet 
bloc adhered to their original stand against taking part in the discussion and 
voting. They will, they said, ignore any such resolution on the ground that the 
UN should not be concerned with the Austrian treaty. The Pakistani delegate 
stayed out of the voting, he said, because although his country supports the national 
aspirations of Austria it felt that it should protest the failure of other delegations 
to support the national aspirations of Tunisia and Morocco. 


YUGOSLAVIA’S COMPLAINTS, hitherto more subdued, that rearmament 
equipment from the West has been too little and too slow in coming, began to be 
more loudly voiced this week. First the Yugopress News Agency’s military corre- 
spondent was “authorized” to voice general dissatisfaction with the progress of 
the program and, next, three of the top military officers issued formal statements 
on the occasion of the celebration of the nation’s Army Day. Col. Gen. Mihajlo 
Apostolski, commandant of the higher military academy; Gen. Savo Buric, chief 
of the tank and motorized units; and Lt. Col. Savo Drljevic, commander of artillery, 
came forth with appeals for more heavy equipment and also statements resenting 
charges that their forces were not capable of making proper use of modern equip- 
ment. The published press reports contended that Yugoslavia “cannot be com- 
pletely satisfied with the tempo at which military assistance has been extended 
thus far. It rightfully expects that it will in future meet with greater understanding 
in the settlement of this question.” Word here is that the United States has been 
shipping to Yugoslavia such equipment as Sherman tanks, medium and light artil- 
lery, signal and engineering equipment, cross country trucks, etc. 


Speedy Release Vitalizes Manpower 


HE Army this week received Department of Defense approval for the accelerated 

separation from active service of Selective Service Inductees returning from 
combat service in Korea. Effective 1 Jan., such draftees will be released if they 
have completed 20 or more months of active service in their current tour, instead 
of 21 as at present. 

There are reports that some Pentagon officials wanted to speed the separations 
by a month or two more. 

Nothing was made known as to the plans of the Marine Corps, which has taken 
men under Selective Service also. Probably, the Department of Defense will press 
for as uniform a separation policy as possible for all Inductees. 

Separation of the draftees returning from Korea, it is explained, will help to 
vitalize available manpower resources, since these men, with shor{ service remain- 
ing, are of relatively small effectiveness. It’s obvious the Army would rather have 
on its rolls a new draftee whom it can train and then send anywhere in the world, 
rather than a veteran of the fighting in Korea with only a few months to serve 
who must remain in the United States. 

Equally obvious is the fact that the new policy rewards with speedier release 
those Inductees who have seen combat in Korea and whom the Army feels should 
receive special consideration. 

The Defense Department said that those enlisted personnel inducted under 
the Universal Military Training and Service Act who arrive in the United States 
under current rotation policies after serving honorably in Korea, will be released 
if they have completed 20 or more months of active service in current tour upon 
arrival at the port. Such personnel will be relieved from active duty and trans- 
ferred to the Reserve unless they volunteer to remain on active duty. 

In addition to those arriving in the United States on and after 1 Jan., it also 
applies to those who return prior to 1 Jan., if they have not departed from a recep- 
tion center for reassignment to a new station by that date. 

Those who have departed for reassignment to a new station prior to 1 Jan. 
1953, will continue to become eligible for release upon completion of 21 months of 
active duty service by reason of their Korean service as announced by the Army 
in an earlier release program. Also Inductees who have not completed 20 months of 
active service upon arrival in the United States from service in Korea will be 
reassigned in the United States until they have completed 21 months’ service. 

The Army already has a program for releasing Army returnees from any over- 
seas area upon their arrival in the United States if they have less than three months’ 
active duty service remaining. This policy will continue to apply to all personnel, 
to include Army inductees, who are not veterans of Korea. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Budget Reclama at White House—Top Department of Defense officials went to 
the White House on Saturday, 20 Dec., to present to the President a last-minute 
protest against threatened cuts in the fiscal year '54 military budget. 

Last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL revealed that the President had received a 
recommendation from the Bureau of the Budget for a defense budget of less. than 
$39 billion for the year beginning 1 July 1953. This compares with $52 billion which 
the President asked for fiscal '53 and the $46 billion actually voted by Congress. 

The Department of Defense, after months of intensive work on the '54 budget, 
reportedly asked for between $40 and $41 billion as a “minimum budget” for the 
next fiscal year. When reports reached the Pentagon that the Bureau of the Budget 
was reducing this request, Defense officials last week met with Director of the 
Budget Frederick J. Lawton and his aides to appeal the reductions. 

Then, on 20 Dec., the President heard first hand of the danger involved in 
reducing military funds requests below the figure recommended by the Pentagon. 

As a result of this meeting, fiscal authorities at the Pentagon were said to be 
confident that the military budget now will total at least $40 billion when sent to 
Capitol Hill next month. 

The Pentagon delegation to the White House included Assistant Secretary of 
Defense W. J. McNeil, Defense Comptroller; his assistant, Mr. Lyle Garlock; and 
from the Services, the Secretaries and the Chiefs or Acting Chiefs of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 














USMA Grad Ordained—A former Army major, Joseph W. Hartman, USMA '43, 
the son of Brig. Gen. and Mrs. Charles D. Hartman, USA-Ret., 2230 California Avenue, 
N. W., Washington, D. C., was ordained as a priest on 20 Dec. in Rome. He served 
as a combat engineer during World War II. 

Inter-Service Decoration—Maj. Gen. William M. Morgan, USAF, last week 
presented the Distinguished Flying Cross to Lt. Walter M. Schirra, jr., USN, in 
a ceremony at Los Angeles. General Morgan is commanding the Western Air 
Procurement District. 

Lieutenant Schirra was one of 25 Navy and Marine Corps pilots assigned to 
the Air Force in an exchange program. He was credited with one probable kill 
of a MIG and one damaged enemy plane on 23 Oct. 1951 while escorting a B-29 
flight. He is the son of Maj. Walter M. Schirra, who flew with the RAF and Army 
Air Corps in Europe during World War I and who was twice reported dead. The 
lieutenant’s father is now a U. S. civilian employee in Tokyo. Lieutenant Schirra 
is stationed at Inyokern, Calif. 


Family Affair—When Ens. Eleanor A. Whitgrove, USNR, was sworn in last week 
as a Regular officer of the U. S. Navy, it was a family affair. The oath of office was 
administered by her father, Capt. Leland D. Whitgrove, Management Engineer of 
the Navy, in his office at the Pentagon. 

Ensign Whitgrove is on duty in the Fleet Operations Division, Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations. She is a graduate of Louis and Clark College, Portland, Ore. 


CMC Presents Sword to ROK Counterpart—United States Marines presented an 
officer’s sword to Maj. Gen. Shin Hyon Zoon, Commandant of the Republic of Korea 
Marine Corps, at a ceremony on 19 Dec. The presentation was made by General 
Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr.. Commandant of the U. S. Marine Corps, at his headquarters 
on behalf of his officers serving as advisers to the Korean Marines. 

The Republic of Korea Marine Corps was established in 1949. With the help of 
U. S. Marines, it has patterned its training and tactics—and even its uniform— 
closely after the U. S. Marine Corps. The Korean Corps has approximately 12,000 
officers and men. 

General Shin received the traditional Nameluke sword, adopted by the Marine 
Corps in 1825 and worn since by its officers at parades and ceremonies. It has a 
33-inch, ornamented slightly curved, cut and thrust blade of forged steel, with gold 
and ivory grip. It is similar to the sword brought back from the conquest of Derne 
in 1805, by Marine Lt. Presley N. O’Bannon. On the left side of the blade, just below 
the grip, isinscribed: “Commandant, Republic of Korea Marine Corps.” 

On the silver scabbard, between the first and second swivels on the left side 
is-engraved: “Presented on behalf of the U. S. Marines of the Naval Advisory Group 
by General Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., Commandant, U. S. Marine Corps, to the Com- 
mandant of the Republic of Korea Marine Corps on 19 Dec. 1952.” 

General Shin has just completed an inspection of U. S. Marine Corps training 
and facilities. 


Navy Xmas in Naples—In a ceremony attended by the Mayor of Naples, the 
U.S. Navy communications ship Adirondack put on holiday dress there last Sunday 
evening to wish the city a Merry Christmas. 

Local citizens joined U. S. military personnel in ushering in the Yuletide season 
on the Naples dock Sunday evening when a giant star and large cross, visible in 
nearly every quarter of the city, were lighted simultaneously with other decorations. 

Capt. William D. Irwin, commanding officer of the Adirondack, threw the switch 
which also illuminated a Christmas tree and the ship’s 15-foot greeting to Naples:

Room. 
Mr. Christopher Buckley, jr. of Pebble 


Beach started the collection in 1920. Gathered 
from sources throughout the world, the col- 








lection includes histories covering the Royal 
Navy from 1550 to the present, the U. S. 
Navy from 1780 to the present, and otner 
data on Russian, Japanese, French and Ital- 
ian navies. Many of the volumes are out of 
print. 

Among the rare books are Pepy’s ‘‘Mem- 
oires of the Royal Navy,’’ dated 1690; the 
report of Perry’s visit to Japan in 1853, with 
the plate, later suppressed, showing the 
bathing customs he found; both old and re- 
cent accounts of piracy, disasters, mutinies 
and the trials that followed, such as the ter- 
rible but legally fascinating incident de- 
scribed in the book entitled ‘‘Human Jetti- 
son’’; fiction, poetry, official and unofficial 
reports of battles; discussion of ship design; 
illustrations of figureheads and _ hancing 
pieces.

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AF Vice Chief Hails Defense 


. 
Role of Science and Industry 

General Nathan F, Twining, Air Force 
Vice Chief of Staff, declared this week 
that there is no military substitute for 
“our ability to penetrate to the heart of 
the most massive enemy nation,” and 
added that there is “no comparable guar- 
antee against his forcing us into a hope- 
less war of attrition somewhere on his 
wide frontiers.” 

In a Wright Day Dinner on 17 Dec. at 
Los Angeles, Calif., General Twining 
warned that “the greatest danger now 
is a loss of faith in the science and indus- 
try that originally put us ahead.” 

General Twining said: 

“It was boldness and eagerness to master 
the new and the untried that fathered this 
nation, Our rise from a helpless colony to a 
nation free from fear came not from mere 
growth in numbers, but from an eager inter- 
est in science and technology and in the pro- 
duction and application of mechanical power. 

‘The advances we made were often costly, 
and they were never unmixed blessings, but 
they made us the most free, the most pros- 
perous and the most influential people on 
earth—despite the fact that we are by no 
means the largest or the most populous na- 
tion, It was that same driving will to lead 
the march of progress that released atomic 
power first in this country and that forty- 
nine years ago today produced the first pow- 
ered flight. 

“If we spread the illusion that without 
these two world-shaking events the United 
States would be in a stronger and safer posi- 
tion today, we are not only deceiving our- 
selves—we are destroying confidence in the 
kind of efforts that have given us our 
strength. The fact is that except for the air- 
plane and the atomic bomb our military posi- 
tion would have been desperate five years ago. 
Without our superior ability to deliver power- 
ful weapons by air we would have had little 
chance of halting the massive armies of our 
Communist enemies anywhere on the con- 
tinent of Eurasia. 


Experience In Korea 


“Our experiences in Korea have demon- 
strated the military difficulties involved in 
dealing with even a satellite force without 
the employment of air power in its strategic 
role. 

“If anyone really believes that the develop- 
ment of the long-range airplane has created 
the principal threat to peace and security, 
let him remember that we have fought three 
very costly wars in the last twenty-five years 
despite the fact that no enemy airplane 
threatened us at home. And anyone who has 
been persuaded that the progress of science 
is in any way responsible for warfare should 
study the history of primitive peoples who 
repeatedly wiped out entire populations, men, 
women, and children, in old-fashioned hand- 
to-hand combat. 

“*None of us need to be reminded of the hor- 
rors of modern atomic war. To military men 
as well as to others, the possibilities are sick- 
ening, Everything possible must be done to 
avoid such a war, for all war is horrible to 
those who really experience it. 

‘But we need to remind ourselves now and 
then that nothing could lead to war more 
certainly than to lose faith in our own 
strength or to lose faith in the methods by 
which that strength can be maintained. Our 
civilization is based on scientific and indus- 
trial progress in the arts of peace, and also 
in the arts of war. Our existence as a nation 
now depends upon continued leadership in 
that progress. 

‘‘So today and throughout the year to come 
let us honor not only Wilbur and Orville 
Wright, who led the parade of progress in 
the air. Let us honor also the hundreds of 
other inventors, scientists, designers, and 
men of industry who are continuing that 
progress into its fiftieth year, They deserve 
all the recognition, all the honor and all the 
assistance we can give them, for our own 
fate and that of civilization depends upon the 
success of their efforts to give us a strength 
in the air that no enemy will dare to call 
down upon his head by starting a general 
war. 

Surest and Safest Hope 


“In the long run, of course, this is not our 
only hope, and it is not the only effort that 
we as a nation must make to avoid war. But 
it is at this moment our surest and safest 
hope and it is one effort that must not be 
postponed. 

“Our ability to penetrate to the heart of the 
most massive enemy nation must be sus- 
tained at all costs. There is no military sub- 
stitute for this ability against such an enemy, 
and no comparable guarantee against his 
forcing us into a hopeless war of attrition 
somewhere on his wide frontiers. 

“The Communist enemy is striving hard 
to overtake us in the race of leadership in 
the air. Successors of Wilbur and Orville 
Wright, many of whom are here today, can 
prevent us from being overtaken if we give 
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Pocket-Size Land Mine | 


A tiny land mine, powerful enough to | 
blow the foot off anyone stepping on it, | 
has been developed by Army Ordnance 
and will soon be sent to Korea. 

It weighs only 4% ounces and is so 
small it can be carried in the palm of 
the hand. 

In size the new antipersonnel mine is 
merely a shadow of the nine-pound War 
II mine, yet it inflicts equal damage and 
costs only a fraction as much—$2.50 as 
compared with more than $13.00 for the 
old heavy cast iron model. 

Since it is non-metallic and neutral in 
color, the new mine, officially designated 
the M14, cannot be located by mine de- 
tectors. 

Because of its neutral color and small 
size, an invisible mine field can be laid 
quickly. Even in withdrawal there is 
usually time to scatter the mines over a 
large area, thereby taking a heavy toll 
of the pursuing enemy. 

The mine functions in all kinds of 
weather in all temperature regions. 





Stress Competitive Bidding 

A new Air Force procurement data 
plan, designed to promote competitive 
bidding among manufacturers of hard- 
ware, office equipment, and similar com- 
mercial-type items, is announced by the 
Air Materiel Command. 

Under the plan, Air Force invitations 
to bid will include a comprehensive func- 
tional description of the item on procure- 
ment, and a listing of all known approved 
sources of rocurement. 

The common phrase, “or equal,” has 
been eliminated from invitations to bid. 
For example, wide use of such phrases 
as “John Doe screw driver, ‘or equal,’” 
made it difficult for the Air Force to es- 
tablish adequate competitive bidding for 
tools, desks, typewriters, fixtures, and 
similar equipment items not required to 
be manufactured in accordance with an 
Air Force specification. 

Elimination of the phrase “or equal” 
will shorten procurement time. Adequate 
functional description and source data 
will stimulate competitive bidding for 
Air Force contracts among manufac- 
turers of non-aeronautical items. 





Speed Tank Repairs 


Two devices produced almost simul- 
taneously 6,000 miles apart now make 
easier and faster the task of tightening 
tank tracks. 

The new method, perfected independ- 
ently in Germany and at Ft. Hood, Tex., 
reduces the job to three minutes. Previ- 
ously it took five men and a tank re- 
triever three hours, Army officials report. 

First to come up with the time-saving 
idea was M/Sgt. Edward J. Mordush, a 
6th Armored Cavalry soldier in Germany. 
He slipped a special attachment on the 
wrench normally used to tighten tracks. 
Backing the tank automatically tightens 
the track. 

Only days after Sergeant Mordush’s 
method was perfected, Maj. Eugene O. 
Allen, lst Armored Division Maintenance 
Officer, completed plans for a similar de- 
vice. 

Both inventions take the sag out of 
tracks much the same way, the Ist 
Armored Officer’s attachment being weld- 
ed to the wrench. 

Greatest advantage of the new method 
is the saving of manpower and time, es- 
pecially in field operations, by letting the 
tank engine supply the leverage for tight- 
ening the track.

Dr. Louis T. E. Thompson, vice presi- 
dent of the Norden Laboratories Cor- 
poration, White Plains, N. Y., and Mil- 
ford, Conn., has been named as one of two 
vice chairmen of the Department of 
Defense Research and Development 
Board. 

He will succeed Dr. Floyd L. Miller, 
who has been on a year’s leave from the 
Standard Oil Development Company in 
New York. Dr. Miller returns to his com- 
pany as manager of the contract, legal, 
and patent department. 

Dr. Thompson, who will report for duty 
the first of January, recently completed 
a project for the Board in which he served 
as chairman of a group that made a 
study on aircraft rockets. 

Dr. Thompson has been in his present 
position with Norden Laboratories since 
October, 1951. During the years 1945 to 
1951, he was technical director of the 
Navy’s development and test center at In- 
yokern and Pasadena, Calif., when the 
Naval Ordnance Test Station was built 
and initially operated by the Bureau of 
Ordnance. He was director of research 
and development of Carl L. Norden, Inc. 
and its subdivision, the Lukas-Harold Cor- 
poration, during the World War II years 
and before that was physicist at the 
Dahlgren, Va., Proving Ground. 

During World War II, Dr. Thompson 
also was a consultant to the Manhattan 
Project from 1943 to 1946; and from 1945 
to 1946 was a member of the Ballistics 
Research Committee of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development. He 
is at present a member of the Scientific 
Advisory Board of the U. S. Air Force, 
The Advisory Board of the U. S. Naval 
Ordnance Test Station, and the Technical 
Advisory Group for the Air Force Arma- 
ment Center at Eglin AFB, Fla. 


AF Photo Research 


Three new contracts for fundamental 
research in chemical photographic proc- 
esses of importance to the Air Force are 
announced by the Office of Scientific Re- 
search at Air Research and Development 
Command Headquarters, Baltimore, Md. 

Dr. Jose Gomez Ibanez of Wesleyan 
University, Middletown, Conn., is study- 
ing the formation and development of 
the latent image in photography. Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Simpson of the University of 
Washington, Seattle, Wash., is investigat- 
ing chemical physics related to photog- 
raphy, such as study of the emission 
spectra of cyanine dyes. 

Dr. F. C. Henriques of Technical Op- 
erations, Inc., Arlington, Mass., is review- 
ing literature and will initiate a pertinent 
experimental program designed to in- 
crease understanding, stimulate interest 
and encourage research in chemical pho- 
tographic processes, especially those con- 
nected with photographic development. 

These projects, monitored by ARDC’s 
Office of Scientific Research, seek to make 
available better chemical processes which 
will assist the Air Force meet its op- 
erational photographic requirements. Dr. 
Amos G. Horney, Chief of the Office of 
Scientific Research’s Chemistry Division, 
is interested in obtaining additional 
fundamental research proposals related 
to this activity. 





Navy Needs Hosp. Corpsmen 


The Navy has called for applications 
from enlisted personnel for assignment 
to Class “A” hospital corps schools to 
fulfill the increasing requirements for 
personnel in the medical rating group. 

Following completion of the basic train- 
ing the hospitalmen will be assigned to 
duty in Naval hospitals in the continental 
U. S. for a minimum of six months, the 
Navy said. After this on-the-job training 
about 70 per cent of the men will be 
retained in hospitals for further training 
and duty and the remaining personnel 
will be ordered to sea duty. 

Only about 10 per cent of the men will 
be assigned to the Fleet Marine Forces, 
the Navy said, and these personnel will be 
rotated between duty in Korea and duty 
in non-combat areas, usually continental 
United States. Every effort is made to 
limit the tour of duty in Korea to twelve 
months, the Navy emphasized. 





Lockheed Ga. Div. Beats 


Time on B-47 Construction 


The first B-47 jet bomber built for the 
Air Force by the new Georgia division of 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation success- 
fully completed its first test flight 16 
Dec., two months ahead of schedule, 
President Robert E. Gross announced. 

Thousands of Georgians, including 
many transferees from Lockheed’s Cali- 
fornia division, were on hand to see the 
six-engine, swept-wing jet roar skyward 
at Marietta, Ga., to make good on the 
employee slogan, “Into the blue in ’52.” 
Joseph Garrett, pilot at the Georgia divi- 
sion, was at the controls as the 600- 
m.p.h. Stratojet streaked out of sight 
seconds after takeoff from Dobbins Air 
Force Base, adjacent to the Lockheed 
factory. 

While tooling up for B-47 production, 
the work force handled two B-29 bomber 
modification contracts, completing both 
ahead of time. The huge factory, con- 
taining 3,000,000 square feet under one 
roof, is nearly completely tooled for 
quantity B-47 production, Gross said. All 
major sections except wings and empen- 
nage, which will be subcontracted, will 
be fabricated at Marietta. 

The Stratojet, designed by Boeing Air- 
plane Company, is being built by three 
companies—Boeing at Wichita, Kan.; 
Lockheed at Marietta and Douglas Air- 
craft Company at Tulsa, Okla. 

Also scheduled for production at the 
Georgia factory is a new Lockheed de- 
sign, the C-130A, first transport planned 
from the outset to be powered by turbo- 
prop engines instead of piston engines. 
It will be a four-engine transport basical- 
ly designed for cargo. Prototypes are be- 
ing built at Burbank. 





New Anti-Sub Plane 


The Navy’s newest anti-submarine air- 
plane, the S2F-1, was flown recently 
from the airport of the Grumman Air- 
craft Engineering Corp., Bethpage, L. L., 
N. Y. 

In announcing the first flight of the 
new plane, the Navy said the S2F-1 has 
the most modern equipment to hunt out 
and destroy enemy submarines. It is the 
first carrier aircraft to combine features 
for both submarine search and attack. 
The Martin Marlin P5M, a flying boat 
type, now in operation with the Fleet, 
also combines the two functions in one 
aircraft. 

The S2F-1 is powered by two R-1820 
engines manufactured by Curtiss-Wright 
Corp. and Bridgeport-Lycoming, a divi- 
sion of AVCO Corp. at Stratford, Conn. 
Propellers are made by Hamilton-Stand- 
ard Propeller Division of United Aircraft 
Corp. at Windsor Locks, Conn. 

The Navy’s standard carrier-based anti- 
submarine aircraft up to the present has 
been the Grumman Guardian. Produced 
as a “hunter-killer” team of two air- 
planes, one Guardian is equipped to seek 
out and the other to destroy enemy sub- 
marines. 





USNR Records 


Naval Reserve Officers may now obtain 
an annual record of promotion credits 
earned in grade and of retirement credits 
earned under Public Law 810. As the re- 
sult of a new Navy policy, officers may re- 
quest the information by sending a spe- 
cial postcard to the Reserve Officer Per- 
formance Recording Activity in Omaha, 
Nebr. The cards, to be known as NAV- 
PERS 532, will soon be available through 
Naval Reserve Training Centers, Naval 
Air Stations, Naval Air Reserve Training 
Units, and the Commandants of the Na- 
val Districts. 

The recording activity has maintained 
records of retirement and promotion 
credits earned since 1 July 1949. No re- 
quests for the annual report should be 
submitted prior to 1 Sept. following the 
termination of the last fiscal year, as 
complete participation for the year is not 
tabulated before that date, the Navy said. 

When submitted, the postcard will be 
returned to the officer with information 
as to the retirement points earned for the 
last fiscal year, cumulative years of sat- 
isfactory federal service and retirement 
points earned since 1 July 1949, cumula- 
tive years of satisfactory federal service, 
and promotion points earned in grade.

advantage of available means to improve his 
professional qualifications, such as active and 
regular participation in scheduled training 
programs and completion of appropriate ex- 
tension course, will be a primary factor in 

selection. 

b. Best qualified.—In determining the best 
qualified officer of a group under considera- 
tion, the board should determine which of- 
ficers are fully qualified within the meaning 
expressed in a above and from that group 
select the officer who in the judgment of 
the board is the best of those determined 
to be fully qualified. 

16. Promotion of certain female officers.— 
A Women's Medical Specialist Corps officer 
of the Army Reserve may not be promoted to 
a grade above major. A Women’s Army 
Corps or Army Nurse Corps officer of the 
Army Reserve may not be promoted to a 
grade above lieutenant colonel. The basis for 
consideration and the method of selection 
of nonunit female officers to the grades indi- 
cated in paragraph 6b (2) and (3) will be 
the same as prescribed in paragraph 17. 

17. Promotion of nonunit officers to colo- 
nel.—Based upon the number of actual and 
anticipated grade structure vacancies in 
grade of colonel, the Department of the 
Army will furnish to selection boards lists 
of names of nonunit officers of the Army 
Reserve who have completed the specified 
service for promotion purposes in grade 
prior to the date announced by the Depart- 
ment of the Army at the time concerned and 
direct such boards to select the prescribed 
number for promotion to that grade. Such 
boards will select the prescribed number of 
those officers which it considers to be best 
qualified of those listed for consideration. 

18. Listing officers. in zone of considera- 
tion.—The promotion authority will cause to 
be placed on separate lists for each grade, 
hereinafter referred to as ‘‘zone of consid- 
eration lists,’’ the names of officers who are 
to be considered for promotion under para- 
graphs 11 and 12. 

a. When officers are required to be con- 
sidered for promotion under paragraph 11, 
the names of such officers will be placed on 
separate zone of consideration lists in each 
grade as follows: Medical Corps, Dental 
Corps, Veterinary Corps, Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps, Medical Specialist Corps, 
Army Nurse Corps, Women’s Army Corps, 
Judge Advocate General's Corps, Chaplains, 
and Branch General (all others). Officers 
who are required to be considered under 
paragraph 23 also will be placed on these 
lists. 

b. The Department of the Army will pre- 
scribe from time to time that zone of con- 
sideration lists be prepared by promotion 
authorities for those officers who are to be 
considered for promotion to fill grade struc- 
ture vacancies under paragraph 12. When 
the preparation of these lists is directed by 
the Department of the Army, promotion 
authorities will place on such lists the names 
of those officers who have completed the 
specified service for promotion purposes in 
grade prior to the cut-off date announced by 
the Department of the Army. The names of 
officers in the zone of consideration will be 
compiled on separate lists as prescribed in 
a above and the names will be arranged in 
order of length of service for promotion pur- 
poses. 

19. When officer leaves jurisdiction of pro- 
motion authority during promotion process. 
—When an officer in the zone of considera- 
tion reports a permanent change of address 
during the time such officer is being proc- 
essed for promotion, the following procedure 
will govern: 

a. If permanent change of address is re- 
ported after the date the selection board is 
convened by the losing promotion authority, 
the latter will process the promotion action 
to conclusion. Promotion, when appropriate, 
will be accomplished by the losing promo- 
tion authority. 

b. If permanent change of address is re- 
ported prior to the date the selection board 
is convened by the losing promotion author- 
ity, the promotion process on such officer 
in the losing area will be stopped and all 
records and promotion data on the individ- 
ual will be forwarded to the gaining promo- 
tion authority. The gaining promotion au- 
thority will integrate such officer in the 
appropriate zone of consideration list and 
such officer will be processed for considera- 
tion in the same manner as other officers of 
similar category and seniority. 

ec. Procedures will be prescribed in sepa- 
rate regulations to govern officers who may 
be ordered to active duty during the promo- 
tion process. 

20. Return to active status.—Any officer 
recommended for promotion by a selection 
board who at the time he otherwise would 
be promoted is ineligible therefor because 
he has been removed from an active status 
will not, if returned to an active status, be 
placed on a recommended list for promo- 
tion until he is subsequently recommended 
for promotion by a selection board, Further, 
such an officer will not be deemed to have 
been considered for selection by the board 
which last considered him prior to the time 
he is returned to an active status. 

21. Promotion upon transfer to Retired Re- 





serve.—a. An officer selected under these 
regulations for promotion to any grade not 
above colonel who at any time prior to pro- 
motion is found incapacitated for service by 
reason of physical disability will, if trans- 
ferred to the Retired Reserve, be promoted 
concurrently with such transfer to the grade 
for which selected unless holding appoint- 
ment in or entitled to a higher grade under 
some provision of law. 

b. Upon transfer to the Retired Reserve, 
an officer will be promoted concurrently with 
such transfer to a grade, not above colonel, 
equal to the highest grade, permanent or 
temporary, in which he has satisfactorily 
served. z 

ce. No increase in pay or benefits will ac- 
crue by reason of promotions under a and 
b above unless provided by law. 

22. Disposition of second lieutenants found 
not qualified.—a. If an officer in the grade 
of second lieutenant is found to be not 
qualified for promotion under paragraph 10, 
his appointment will, except as provided in 
paragraph 5, be terminated and he will be 
discharged prior to the date on which he 
would complete 3 years of commissioned 
service. 

b. An officer in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant found not qualified for promotion 
under paragraph 10 who is retained in an 
active status under paragraph 5 will be con- 
sidered for promotion if in any subsequent 
year he earns a year of service for promo- 
tion purposes, but not earlier than 1 year 
after having been found not qualified for 
promotion under a above. 

ce. Authority under this paragraph may not 
be delegated below chiefs of the military 
districts. 

23. Failure of selection for captain, ma- 
jor, or lieutenant colonel.—a, An officer 
considered for the first time for promotion 
to the grade of captain, major, or lieutenant 
colonel under paragraph 11 or 12 who fails 
of selection will be considered again for 
promotion approximately 1 year later by an 
appropriate selection board. 

b. An officer who is considered for promo- 
tion a second time under a above and who 
is selected for promotion by the second 
board will be promoted 1 year after the date 
he would have been promoted had he been 
selected by the first board. 

ce. An officer who is considered for promo- 
tion a second time under a above and who 
fails of selection will not thereafter be con- 
sidered for promotion to any grade. Within 
90 days after the selection board reports its 
findings, such an officer will, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph 5, be discharged or if 
eligible and he makes application therefor, 
be transferred to the Retired Reserve. 

24. Maximum ages.—a. Effective 1 Octo- 
ber 1953, each officer who is not sooner re- 
tired, transferred to the Retired Reserve, 
or discharged will be removed from an ac- 
tive status on the last day of the month in 
which the following ages are attained: 

(1) Male officers. 

Colonels 

Lieutenant colonels and below ....... 55 

(2) Female officers. 

Women’s Army Corps lieutenant colo- 
nels, Army Nurse Corps, majors, and 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, ma-

Women’s Army Corps majors, Army 
Nurse Corps captains, Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps captains, and below .. 50 

b. Any officer who has been selected for 
promotion to the next higher grade and 
whose name appears on a ‘‘recommended 
list’’ will be governed by the maximum age 
applicable for the grade to which selected 
for promotion. 

c. Officers who are removed from an active 
status under a above may apply for and be 
transferred to the Retired Reserve if quali- 
fied. If the officer does not apply for transfer 
to the Retired Reserve, he will be dis- 
charged. 

25. Excess numbers in grade.—Whenever 
it is determined by the Department of Army 
that there is an excess number of officers 
in an active status in any grade who have 
completed 30 total years of commissioned 
service or who have completed at least 20 
years of satisfactory Federal service for re- 
tirement purposes under the Army and Air 
Force Vitalization and Retirement Equaliza- 
tion Act of 1948 (62 Stat. 1081), a board will 
be convened in the Department of the Army 
which will consider all nonunit officers of 
that grade who have completed such service. 
Those whom the board selects for elimina- 
tion from an active status will be transferred 
to the Retired Reserve upon application 
therefor, or be discharged. 

26. Retention of officers with more than 
18 or 19 years of satisfactory Federal serv- 
ice.—a. If at any time prescribed for the 
removal from an active status of an officer 
of the Army Reserve under paragraph 23 
or 24 he has been been credited with 18 or 
more but less than 19 years of satisfactory 
Federal service for retirement pay purposes 
under title III, Army and Air Force Vitaliza- 
ton and Retirement Equalization Act of 
1948 (62 Stat. 1087-1091), such officer will 
not, without his consent, be removed from 
an active status prior to the date on which 
he is credited with 20 years of such satis- 
factory Federal service or prior to the third 
anniversary of the date on which he would 
otherwise be removed from an active status, 





whichever is earlier, unless the officer at- 
tains age 60 or is removed from an active 
Status for physical disability or cause. 

b. If at any time prescribed for the re- 
moval from an active status of an officer of 
the Army Reserve under paragraph 23 or 
24 he has been credited with 19 or more but 
less than 20 years of satisfactory Federal 
service for retirement pay purposes under 
title III, Army and Air Force Vitalization 
and Retirement Equalization Act of 1948, 
such officer will not, without his consent, 
be removed from an active status prior to 
the date on which he is credited with 20 years 
of such satisfactory Federal service or prior 
to the second anniversary of the date on 
which he would otherwise be removed from 
an active status, whichever is earlier, unless 
the officer attains age 60 or is removed from 
an active status for physical disability or 
cause. 

27. Initial consideration.—-Nonunit officers 
in grade of first lieutenant, captain, and ma- 
jor who have or by 1 October 1953 will have 
fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs 7 
and 11 will be considered for promotion to 
the next higher grade as soon as practicable, 
but prior to 1 October 1953. Those who are 
selected will be promoted by the promotion 
authority without regard to vacancies on 1 
October 1953. Those considered and not se 
lected will be considered a second time un- 
der paragraph 23. 


SECTION Il 
NATIONAL GUARD OF THE 
UNITED STATES 

28. Promotion authority.—The selection 
and promotion of officers of the National 
Guard, not in active military service, are 
functions of the authorities of the several 
States, Territories, and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

29. Federal recognition.—Each officer who 
is promoted in the National Guard of a State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia will 
be examined by a Federal recognition ex- 
amining board to determine whether or not 
such officer is physically, morally, and pro- 
fessionally qualified to perform the duties of 
the grade for which examined. 

a. The number of officers of the active 
National Guard which may be federally 
recognized in any State is limited to the 
spaces assigned to federally recognized units 
in conformity with the strength and grades 
prescribed in the applicable tables of or- 
ganization and the tables of distribution. 

b. Prerequisites to Federal recognition in 
a higher grade in the Nationa! Guard of the 
United States include but are not limited to 
the following: 

(1) The candidate for Federal recognition 
is required to be in an active status. 

(2) The candidate for Federal recognition 
is required to have completed at least the 
following minimum years of service for pro- 
motion purposes in grade. To— 

First lieutenant—3 years as second lieu- 
tenant. 

Captain—2 years as first lieutenant. 

Major—4 years as captain. 

Lieutenant Colonel—4 years as major. 
Colonel—3 years as lieutenant colonel. 
As an exception to the above, an officer in 
grade of second lieutenant or first lieutenant 
who has served creditably in a position 
vacancy of captain for 12 months may be con- 
sidered for Federal recognition in the next 
higher grade. An officer may be promoted 

only once under this exception. 

(3) Prior to Federal recognition, the can- 
didate is required to hold an appointment in 
the National Guard of a State, Territory, or 
the District of Columbia in the grade for 
which he has been recommended for Federal 
recognition. 

30. Maximum ages.—a. Effective 1 Octo- 
ber 1953, each officer of the National Guard 
of the United States in grade of colonel and 
below who is not retired or discharged at 
an earlier date will have hs Federal recogni- 
tion withdrawn on the last day of the month 
in which he attains the following ages:

(2) Lieutenant colonels and below .. 55 

b. Notwithstanding the provisions of a 
above, an officer of the National Guard of 
the United States while he is assigned for 
duty with the headquarters of a State, Ter- 
ritory, or the District of Columbia may in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Army 
retain Federal recognition until he reaches 
age 60. 

31. Promotion upon transfer to Army Re- 
serve.—Each officer of the National Guard 
of the United States whose service has been 
honorable will, upon transfer to the Army 
Reserve, be eligible for promotion to the 
highest permanent grade, not above colonel, 
previously held in the Army or any com- 
ponent thereof. The appropriate area com- 
mander is responsible for effecting promo- 
tions under this authority. 

32. Promotion opportunities after trans- 
fer to Army Reserve.—Each officer who is 
transferred from the National Guard of the 
United States to the Army Reserve will be af- 
forded the same opportunities for promotion 
in the Army Reserve as other officers of the 
Army Reserve of similar grade, branch, 
category, promotion service in grade, and 
commissioned service. To be promoted for 
the first time after transfer to the Army Re 
serve, such an officer will be governed by 
the requirements provided in section IT. 
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
